MINISTER'S WIFE IS ILL. 


BABY’S COMING CALMS EOTH DIP- FURTHER EFFORT TO ARBITRATE 


LOMA£S AND GENERALS. 


The Mrs. Senators and the Mrs. Con- 
gressmen Explain to Their Hus- 
bands Why Turkey’s Repre- 
sentative Cannot Be 
Given Passports.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—It is impossible 
for the United States, where men honor 
women and love children, to openly quarrel 
with Turkey just now. It is impossible to 
give passports to Ali Ferrough Bey, 
‘Turkish minister, whose honor and 
honor of his sovereign would demand that 
he leave this country the instant he feels 
his position untenable and take his wife 
‘with him. Ali Ferrough Bey’s wife and. her 
| baby,*who has not yet come to bless her 


the 


‘and him, have smocthed the frowning face 
| of war. 


The young «nd deautiful wife of the min- 
ister has been very ill for nearly two 
weeks, nor is it probable that ehe will be 
in perfect health again for six or seven 
weeks. She could not now travel, even 
the shortest distance, so, if this country’s 
demands must, unhappily, be enforced 
against Turkey, the enforcement must wait 
until Mme. Ferrough shall have recovered. 

The wives of Senators and Congressmen 
first learned the real cause of Mme. Fer- 
rough’s severe indisposition. They prompt- 
ly told their husbands, who make laws for 
this country, and who alone have the power 
to declare and carry on war, that “this 
Turkish affair must wait for settlement.” 

‘Must?’ said the brave Senators and pa- 
triotic Congressmen. 

‘‘Must,”’ answered their wives, ‘‘must wait 
for Mme. Ferrough’s baby.’ So the Turk- 
ish affair will wait. Besides, Ali Ferrough, 
who has only one wife, and married her 
for love, enjoys the friendsh’‘p and respect 
of all the officials with whom he is asso- 
ciated. It is stated that President McKin- 
ley and Mr. Hay, learning that the Turkish 
affa'r is complicated by a baby, are en- 
tirely willing to let the affair rest until the 
baby rests tn its charming mother’s arms. 

The Sublime Porte has notified its minis- 
ter that Ahmed Pasha, the most noted na- 
val expert of Turkey, sailed from Genoa on 
a North German Lioyd steamer four days 
ago. He will go direct to Washington and 
will take important instructions bearing on 
the indemnity question. Ali Ferrough Bey 
hopes that with these explicit instructions 
he and the Sultan’s envoy will be able to 
settle the question satisfactorily and 
finally.

CITIZENS: COMMITTEE AT WORK 


Considerable Disturbance Early Last 
Night and One Serious Affair, in 
Which a United States Mail 
Car Was Stoned and 
Track Torn Up. 


No attempt will be made to run Cars, 
either on the Suburban or the Transit Com- 
pany lines to-day. This is the official state- 
ment given out from the general offices af 
i both systems. 

The decision is due to the fact that the 
Police Board has determined to give the pa- 
trolmen a rest over Sunday, and no escort 
will be furnished to protect cars before 6 
o*clock to-morrow morning. 

It is hoped, too, by the police board, that 
the complete abandonment of an attempt 
to operate the street railways will prevent 
disturbances which might otherw'se cecur, 

A semi-official announcement of the de- 
termination of the police department was 
given out yesterday forenoom. But upon 
this the managers of the two systems re- 
fused to make a statement as to their In- 
tentions. At the conclusion of a special 
meeting of the police board, held in the 
chief’s office yesterday afternoon, a state- 
ment was given out by Chief Campbell as to 
the intentions of the police department, and 
almost immediately thereafter the official 
announcement that no cars would be run 
was made by both systems. 

At 7 o'clock last night the policemen wha 
have been guarding the street cars and 
tracks since last Tuesday morn'ng were 


the policemen who are assigned to guard 
the power houses and sheds remaining on 
duty. This detail will be relieved at regu- 
lar intervals and the guard strictly main- 
tained. 

The police arrangement for to-day pro- 
v-des that the men who guarded the pow- 
er house during the night will be relieved at 
6 o'clock a. m. A number of patrolmen will 
be detailed for beat duty at 10 o’clock and 
will remain on duty until 7 o'clock this 
evening, when they will be relieved until 6 
o'clock to-morrow morning; they will then 
report for duty to escort cars. 

In making the official announcement that 
no attempt would be made to run cars on 
their respective lines the managers of nel- 
ther of the systems would make any de- 
teziled statement, simply saying that ‘t had 
been shown that it weuld be impossibie to 
operate their lines without ample police 
protection, 

There were no d'sturbances along the 
Suburban line yesterday, but there were 
frequent, aithough not serious, disturbances 
on the California and Park Avenue Divi- 
of the company. The Bellefontaine 
system, which was to have been operated, 
was so barricaded all day that no attempt 
was made. 

The cars stopped running in the evening 
and barricades were erected on the Cali- 
fornia and Park avenue line. that it 
will be difficult at best to begin the opera- 
tion of these lines to-morrow morning. 

Negotiations for a settlement of the Su- 
burhkan difficulties are pending between a 
committee of employes and Superintendent 
Tucker.

STREET CARS WILL 4 
| NOT BE RUN TO-DAY, 


All Attempts to Operate the Railways Abandoned 
Because the Policemen Must Rest 
Until To-Morrow Morning.

No street cars will run in St 
Louis to-day. There will be no at- 
tempt to run even one car any- 
where in the city. This situation, 
unparalleled in the history of street 
railway traffic, is due to the fact 
that Chief of Police Campbell will 
not furnish men to escort cars, and 
the managers of the Transit and 
Suburban systems deem it unwise 
to try to operate cars without po- 
lice escorts.

Out the Beauty of New Zealand 
Arbitration Plan.

NEW YORK, May 12.—This editorial on 
the St. Louis strike will appear in the World 
to-morrow: 

During the past week the country has 
been forced to contemplate the spectacle 
of one of its largest cities, the prosperous 
and intelligent city of St. Louis, paralyzed 
in its business and menaced with even 
‘worse injury by a strike of some 3000 or 
! 4000 of its street railway employes, the re- 
sult of an ordinary labor quarrel which 
might have been averted by mutual conces- 
sions suggested by common sense. 

It is the more humiliating to contem- 
plate such 1 failure when we know that 
there is a country where strikers are un- 
known and where compulsory arbitration 
is legally enforced. Mr. Henry D, Lloyd, 
the well-known socialist, has recently paid 
a visit to New Zealand to study the work- 
ing of its compuisory arbitration law, and 
he has published the result of his investiga- 
tions in a most interesting little volume 
under the title “A Country Without 
Strikes,”’ 

The net result of the investigation is given

New Proposed Agreement Being Dis- 
cussed by the Company and Pres- 
ent Employes. 


Non-union men, operating the Suburban 
cars, have undertaken to settle the differ- 
ences between the striking Suburban men 
and the company. 

A committee of five of them conducted 
negotiations between the strikers cnd Man- 
ager Jenkins all of yesterday. They car- 
ried from the union’ grievance committee 
to the general offices of the compaay, at 
De Hodiamont, a new agreement, which 
they presented to Manager Jenkins. 

An answer from the general manager was 
expected by the strikers before last mid- 
night. Up to that hour the ans-ver had not 
been received. President Joliy of the union 
expects the negotiations to be continued 
Monday. 

The complete text of the proposed agree- 
ment which is now in the hands of Mr. 
Jenkins follows: 

Section 1. AH previous agreements between the

STOP STRIKE 


Federal Court Takes Action 
in Kansas City. 


ITS TERMS. 


SWEEPING IN 


STRIKERS’ HANDS TIED FOR THE 
NEXT SEVEN DAYS. 


The Cause of Government Interference 
Is Threats Made to Stop the Oper- 
ation of Mail Cars. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 12.—The feder- 

al authorities found alleged cause for in- 
terfering this evening in the strike inau- 
gurated this morning by the union em- 
ployes of the Metropolitan Street Rallway 
Co. Judge Willlam C. Hook of Leaven- 
worth, Kan., egitting in Kansas City, Iis- 
sued from the United States District Court 
to-night an injunction that is more abso- 
lute and sweeping in its terms than any 
injunction ever before secured in this dis- 
trict in a contention between labor and 
capital. 
The injunction is made, absolute for 4 
week, the matter being set for a hearing - 
on Saturday next, and if its restrictions 
shall be observed by the strikers the Met- 
ropelitan company has its fight won, for 
the strikers’ hands are tied for seven days, 
and in the meantime the Metropolilan 
company can go about the reorganization 
of its disrupted forces. 

The injunction is predicated upon the fact 
that several af the persons complained 
against as threatening the interests of the 
company are res.dents of other states, and 
the further fact that the strikers threaten 
to prevent the company from carrying out 
its contract with the United States govern- 
ment to transport the city mail carriers to 
and fram their routes, 

Harry Bryan, the national organizer of 
the Amalgamated Association, described as 
a resident of M-chigan, is one of the par- 
ties enjoined, and the others named are 22 
local leaders of the union, several of whom 
are described as residents af Missouri and 
Kansas. The injunction restrains the per-. 
sons named and all others from in any 
manner, directly or indirectly, stopping or 
interter.ng with the running of cars on the 
ines of the Metropolitan Company; enjoins 
them from harassing, assaulting or in any 
manner interfering with any person who 
may be in the empioy of the company as 
he goes to or from his work, or as he is en- 
aged in the operatian of a street car; en- 
joined union men and all others from picKet- 
ing or patrolling the car houses, stopping 
places, stations, tracks, or approaches 
thereto,..or loitering in large numbers in or 
about aay of the places named, or making 
oad Or Doisterous nolses in the vicinity 
thereof for the purpose of intimidating ar 
nterfering with the company’s employes. 

The injunction even goes further than 
this and enjains any concerted actian to 
ceuse any act or annoyance which wil! as- 
sist in stopping the operation of the cars, 
or interfering in any way with an employe 
im moving a car waich may carry a mai! 
carrier, or a messenger, or upon which a 
= carrier or a messenger May wish to 
ride. 

The restrictions not anly apply to Organ- 
izer Harry Bryan and the 22 men named, 
but to all others who may be actiing in con- 
cert with them after the entering of this 
injanceod. 

n addition to the police and the deputy 
county marshals sworn in to-day a force of 
United States marshals will be on hand to 
interfere in case the injuncton - 
and there is every probability that the 
strikers wll not desist in their efforts to 
bring out the men who have so far failed to 
join them. 

Up to a late hour to-night there had been 
no disturbance at any point, and the com- 
pany was maintaining a fairly efficient ser- 
vice,

When They Determine Upon a Line of 


Action Their Course, He Says, 
Will Determine the Presi- 
dential Election. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Former Senator 
John B. Henderson of Missouri was asked 
to-day !f he knew of a movement among 
the anti-imperialistic branch of the Repub- 
lican party looking toward the nomination 
of a candidate for President. He said: 

“The anti-imperialists among the Repub- 
licans are no thoroughly organized as a 
distinct!ve political party. Before the late 
Porto Rican legislation they had some hope 
that the Republicans as an organization 
would consent to abandon the policy of im- 
perialism and that the newly acquired tet- 
ritories would be treated as territories had 
been treated by us for the past hundred 
years. They believe that such a policy 
would not have been attended with that 
disgraceful war now pending in the Phil- 
ippines. 

“They conscientiously think that Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s unfortunate proclamation of De- 
cember, 1898, ‘taking forcible military pos- 
gession of the entire islands four months 
before the ratification of the treaty with 
Spain, and four months before any lawful 
justification for such action, was the origi- 
nal and prime cause of a war, which has al- 
Feady dragged along its cruel, heartless 
and bloody course for 15 months, and now 
theatens to last as many years. 

“If the opponents of this wretched policy 
could see a probable termination of this 
useless but costly strife, costly in treasure, 
in human life, in national honor and in 
public and private morals, I am sure they 
would be glad to retain their old party as- 
eociations, Of this, it must be regretted, 
there is but little present hope. 


Thinks They Hold 
Balance of Power. 


“The anti-imperialists of the Republican 
persuasion were, and are still for a gold 
standard. Such they believe is not only 
the standard of value required by the con- 
stitution, but the standard demanded and 
mecessary for the healthy and prosperous 
transaction of the business of the nation. 
With these views they naturally distrust 
Mr. Bryan. 

“Mr. Bryan's views on the Philippine war 
and the government of the territories com- 
mend themselves to the admiration and ap- 
Proval of the anti-imperialists, and if the 
money and currency question were elimi- 
nated from the coming presidential contest 
Mr. Bryan would unquestionably be elected.

They will hear 
What the Republicans have to say at Phil- 
adelphia and what the Democrats may have 
to say at Kansas City. For them it is quite 
probable that the choice will be a choice of 
evils.

It was also stated by the chairman that 
the concession and receipts bonds would also 
be considered as part of the obligations and 
expenses of the Fair proper, and that there 
would be no division of profits until they 
had al! been paid. 

Another amendment tn this connection 
Was that the per diem and traveling ex- 
penses of the national commissioners are to 
be charged against the $5,000,600 appropri- 
ated by the government and not to the 
$10 000,000 raised by St. Louis. This means 
that all the expenses of the national board 
of commissioners will be borne by the gov- 
ernment, either cut of the net proceeds it 
receives as its shere, or from the $5,000,.00 it 
appropriates. 

Members of the committee consider that 
these proceedings will be satisfactory to 
St. Louls and that they quiet any op posi- 
tion to the bill on the part of those who 
object to paying government money for Ex- 
position purposes.

HER HERO WAS A WEAKLING. 


CONVICTED OF MURDER TO SAVE 


HIM FROM THE GALLOWS. 


Poison Found Two Victims; One Was 


Kate Cobb’s Husband, the Other 
the Wife of Wesley Bishop, 
the Man She Loved.

NORWICH, Conn., May 9.—Twenty-one 
years have elapsed since Kate Cobb, in her 
young womanhood, ended a remarkable, 
tragic romance and began to collect 


wages of sin—a living death in Wethers-' 


field State Prison. 

To-day a cry comes from that lonely 
tomb which has stirred Kate’s friends and 
believers into prompt and energetic action. 
It is a cry for liberty and pardon and the 
reiteration of her innocence. There are péo- 
ple in Norwich who would stake all they 
have upon her innocence. Her relatives 
have never doubted it. Her devoted daugh- 
ter has made weekly visits to her. 

The petition for her pardon, which will 
go before the State Board of Pardons soon, 
will be a strong bid for a prisoner’s free- 
dom, | 

In 1876 Kate Cobb was the wife of 
Charles-H. Cobb, tax collector of Norwich, 
As Kate Waterman she had been dashing, 
beautiful and popular. 

Charles. Cobb and Kate Waterman made 
mud pies together, studied together, en- 
tered society together. Then they were 
married. People said it would be a happy 
union because both had money and got 
along splendidly. 


Mr. ami Mrs. Cobb had a handsome home 


and many friends. Something was lacking, 
however, which dollars could not supply. 

In 1876, after the Cobbs had been married 
several years, Wesley Bishop, a 
chemist, came with his wife to Nor- 
wich and established himself in the drug 
business. The Bishops and the Cobbs met 
and became fast friends. Mrs. Bishop and 
Mrs. Cobb were inseparable. | 

Later Bishop falled, the disaster beng 
due largely to excessive drink ng. It was 
through the influence of Mrs. Cobb that he 
oined a temperance society and commenced 
ife all over. 

Early in 1877 there were ugly rumors afloat 
connecting Mrs. Cobb’s name with Wesley 
B:shop’s. These rumors seemed to gain 

round from Mrs. Bishop’s attitude toward 
fer friend. She avoided her and evidently 
regarded Mrs. Cobb as her rival. 


When Mrs. Bishop’s health began to fail 

she went to visit her sister. There she broke 
down, confessed her unhappy state, and 
even said she feared foul play at the hands 
of her husband and the woman she was sure 
he loved. 
Mrs. Bishop promised to write after her 
return, but the sister waited in vain for a 
letter. Within a fortnight Mrs. Bishop was 
taken seriously ill. To her bedside went 
Kate Cabb and there she remained until her 
death, nurs.ng her night and day. 

It was Kate Cobb who dressed the dead 
woman for her burial. 

“No one was so fond of her as I,”’ she 
said, ‘and I want to prove my devotion to 
her, even in death.”’ 

Then a weird thing happened. A pin with 
which the trembling fingers were fastenin 
lace at the back of the dead woman's :iec 
pierced her head and must have touched a 
nerve not yet quite dead. Instantly the 
hand of the corpse, responding to the nerve 
touched, flew up and the stiff, white fore- 
finger pointed menacingly at Kate Cobb. 

The women uttered terrified shrieks, all 
but Kate Cobb, who, composedly and gently, 
put the dead hand back upon the breast. 

**‘Ladies,’’ said Kate Cobb, ‘‘there is noth- 
ing to be frightened over. The incident is 
a perfectly natural one.”’

ice as this uncanny incident. Superstitious 
women avoided her. 

After his bereavement Wesley Bishop 
spent much time at the home of the Cobbs. 
Mr. Cobb was usually busy with his busi- 
tes8, but Mrs. Cobb did her best to lighten 
the artef of the young widower. 

The result was inevitable. To Kate Cobb 
it was the first and only love that ever en- 
tered her life. To Bishop it was a form of 
madness. He could hardly keep away from 
the woman he adored. When he was not 
with her he walked opposite her window. 
When Kate confessed that she returned ‘hat 
love Bishop’s paradise was almost complete. 

Charles Cobb never knew.

Mayor H. H. Osgood sent for Kate Cobb, 
Warned her of Wnat Was coming, adavised 
her to procure the best counsel and to keep 
her mouth shut. His advice was followed. 
If Bishop had been as reticent as Kate 
Cobb they could never have been convicted 
of murder. 

Cobb's stomach was analyzed by Dr 
Doremys. At the preliminary examination 
testimony showed that arsenic was found 
in the stomach; that Bishop admitted giv- 
ing Cobb arsenic and strychnine for medi- 
cine, and that Cobb was an habitual con- 
— of arsenic and strychnine as reme- 

e 

The testimony,on the whole, proved nicth- 
ing against the prisoners. Motive was all 
that could be proven without a doubt. The 
possibility of building up a clear case was 
slim. Although every one in Norwich be- 
lieved at least in the guilt of Bishop the 
chance of conviction was small. 

Mrs. Cobb’s trial was set down for Nov. 
12, with Bishop's to follow. The ‘nonths in 
jail told upon Kate Cobb. She became pale 
and wan, but her nerve never forsook her. 
By every trick they endeavored to make 
her confess. She had but one confession 
to make—rhat she was innocent. 

And Bishop? 

She did not know. 

Then Bishop was put through the test. 
They told him that conviction was a cer- 
tainty; that execution would follow. 

But the woman? 

She would probably be acquitted. It was 
doubtful if a case couid be made against 
her. If, however, he confessed and the 
statement implicated Kate Cobb equally 
with himself, he was assured that both 
would undoubtedly be found guilty of mur- 
der in the second degree with a sentence 
of imprisonment for life. 

Bishop’s nerve, at best a small matter, 
dwindled away at the thought of execu- 
tion. He immediately made a statement 
implicating Kate Cobb equally with him- 
self in the murder of her husband.

When Kate Cobb learned of Bishop’s con- 
fession she said: 

‘‘Before God and man I swear 
ment is a fiction; I am innocent. 

And to this day she has never weakened. 

The trial was the most sensational ever 
held tn Norwich. Tom Waller, since gov- 
ernor, was state’s attorney, and H. J. 
Waite, assisted by Gardiner Greene, Jr., 
fought fiercely and pleaded eloquently to 
avert a verdict of guilty. Bishop’s confes- 
sion, however, sealed her doom and Kate 
Cobb was pronounced guilty of murder in 
the second degree. 

On June 17, 1879, ehe was sentenced to 
Wethersfield State Prison for life. 

Mrs. Cobb gave out a written statement 
to the newspapers declaring that she had 
‘heen convicted on the evidence of a per- 
urer.’’ 

‘ The next day Kate Cobb commenced her 
life at Wethersfield prison. Her tasks 
have been necessarily light, for her health 
never recovered from the shock of the 
trial. °Two children were left behind her— 
a boy, whom she has never since seen, and 
a girl, now married, whose devotion

MANILA, March 16.—We see by the home 
papers that Mr. McKinley has defined the 
scope and powers of his new commission. 
It will begin its woik by establishing limited 
popular government in the towns and vil- 
lages, afterward provincial government, 
and. finally, the general adm.nistration of 
the whole archipelago on a more or less 
popular basis. 

Doesn't the President know that we have 
already established or attempted to estab- 
lish so-called popular government in every 
village and town in Luzon, which is occu- 
pied by our troops? Acccording to Gen. 
Order No. 43, dated Aug. 8, 1383, command-

The councils have the power of laying 
taxes and of providing for public works, 
while the presidente executes :f commands, 
The commanding military officer has the 
power of veto of all official acts, whether 
of the council or of the presidente. 

Mr. Worcester was present in person when 
some of these elections were held—notably 
at Imus, whose presidente is now harassing 
the American garrison at the head of an 
insurgent band. 

It is six months since a municipal govern- 
ment was established in Maio.os, the old 
insurgent capital. To-day there is no presi- 
dente and no municipal council in Maiolos. 
For the hatred which the people bear us 
has grown to such an extent that we can- 
not get them tto hold an election under 
American,auspices. 

They say that they are citizens of the 
Filipino repubiic and that they will recog- 
nize no other government. Yet taxes are 
laid in Maloios—the same taxes that are 
laid in every town of importance in Liizon, 
including Manila. There is a man in Ma- 
lolos who acts as Aguinaldo’s presidente. 
Secret agcnts of the insurgents, whom the 
people seem to welcome, collect their allot- 
ments regularly. 

The civil governments were the p:oduct 
of the civilian members of the com Nnission. 

“How can we expect the people to bel.eve 
in our professions unless we give them 
truth?’’ Mr. Schurman said. ‘‘At present 
they know only the force of our arms. lil 
we establish popular government in towns 
that we have taken the people will see that 
we are as good as our word and that not 
we, but the insurgents, are their oppressors, 
They will become our friends and assist us 
in putting down the rebellion.’’ 

‘“‘We had all that you offer before you 
came,” was the native’s ingenious reply. 
“Aguinaldo gave that to us, and he did 
not put a foreign officer over the presidente, 
Why, if you are honest, should you bring a 
rT Sete here to give us what we already 
1ad? 

Then we had to tell them that we did 
not think Aguinaldo gave them a good gov- 
ernment and we proposed to give them a 
much better one. However, one prominent 
Filipino leader was impudent enough to 
ask an American officer if it was not true 
that the English cities had better municipal 
government than New York and Chicago. 
The officer had to admit that it was. 

Then the insurgent leader asked if the 
people of New York and Chicago would be 
willing that some English mayors and 
councilmen should come over to govern 
their cities. The officer did not say what 
was in his mind or what officers often 
say in private, that if they were Filipinos 
they would not give in to the Americans 
but would fight just as hard as the in- 
surgents fight for liberty. 

In three cases out of four the presidente 
elected by the people under our regime 
has been the presidente under Aguinaldo’s 
regime. The fourth left his town, rifle in 
hand, to turn guerrilla when our troops 
entered it. He had an excess of martial 
spirit; for Aguinaldo considers that a pres- 
idente can do more good by acting as presi- 
dente for the Americans than by leading a 
guerrilla band. Aguinaldo’s presidente was 
invariably the leading citizen of the town; 
its ablest and most respected man. Gen. 
Otis thas expressed his regret that when- 
ever the looked around for native talent 
to assist him he thas found that it was 
all in the insurgent ranks. 

The presidentes who were elected in the 
provinces governed by Gen. Young seeme’ 
at first very friendly. Now only a few of 
them can be relied on. The others are 
secretly working against us. The presi- 
dentes of Santa Tomas, Arangay and Ago- 
boang, in Union. one of the provinces under 
ten. Youneg’s jurisdiction, have resigned 
and come to Manila. They say that they 
are visiting friends. It is belleved that 
they are emissaries from their section to

Even 
if we do not accomplish what we hope to 
next rainy season, the time must come 
when you will have to cut your gorrisons 
down. Even the United States cannot afford 
to keep 65,000 men here indefinitely. 

‘They tell me that 
keep a soldier here for a year. It took the 
British four years to pacify Burmah by 
patrolling back and forth with details of 
truops as you are, But it is am easy thing 
to keep arms and ammunition out of Bur- 
mah. The coast line here is so long and so 
indented that unless you want to maintain 
a hundred gunboats for continual patrol- 
ling, we can land arms and ammunition 
safely three times out of four. We have 
not an integral army organization; but the 
different bands understand one another and 
are loyal to their heads. 

“We have an integral civil organization, 
Your presidentes are our presi- 
dentes, and they work together. As long 
as Wwe keep up this civil organization we 
shall be ready to reopen the rebellion on a 
great scale when opportunity offers. The 
conduct of your troops is helpful. It makes 
the people hate you, and that-is just what 
we want them to do. Another thing is that 
we are learning how to 
not find it so easy to drive us out of our 
trenches when we have an organized force 
again. A Filipinos boy plays at soldier now, 
just as your boys do at home. He knows 
what a gun is, and the results will be evi- 
dent in the next generation.

“What we ought to do as a matter of 
military necessity.’’ said a volunteer officer, 
“is to execute twenty or thirty of the worst 
of the leaders and to imprison 200 or 300 of 
the others on a small island at hard labor. 
An outlaw proclamation should be pub- 
lished and every man taken with a rifle 
and every man ina village where we have 
been ambushed should be killed. Then we 
should burn the village to the ground and 
devastate the surrounding country. 

“The presidentes should be kept under 
strict military surveillance and the people 
should be made to pay taxes for public im- 
provements. On the other hand, we should 
employ thousands of natives to build a 
series of military roads throughout the 
islands, equip a mounted constabulary, 
which could move quickly here and there, 
and put the fear of God into any native 
who dared to dispute our authority. The 
cost of the roads would be a very small 
part of the cost of maintaining the troops, 
which could then be sent home. They would 
open up the country to commerce.” 

Without any general order being issued 
from headquarters to that effect. there has 
been a great increase in severity by field 
officers, which is winked at.

IN MEMORY OF LAFAYETTE. 


United States Senate Passes Resolu- 
tions Regarding Children’s Statue. 
WASHINGTON, May 12.—When the Sen- 

ate convened to-day Mr. Davis reported 
from the committee on foreign relations a 
joint resolution respecting the unveiling of 
the statue of Lafayette, In Paris, July 4, 
1900. The preamble recited that the school 
children of the Umted States had contrib- 
uted $50,000 for the statue and that the gov- 
ernment of the United States had added 
$50,000 for he pedestal of the statue. The 
resolution follows: 

“That the people of the United States 
anticipate and appreciate this ceremony 
with feelings of the greatest satisfaction 
and that they regard the statue as express- 
ing the honor and gratitude with which 
they eherish the memory of Lafayette and 
those of his countrymen, who, by their 
arms and counsel, assisted in securing the 


independence of the United States. 

“That the President of the United States 
is hereby requested to transmit a copy 
of these resolutions to the government of 
France.”’

LIBERAL PRESS 


IS EXCITED. 


Extradition of an Austrian Editor by 
the Bavarian Government Causes 
Suggestions for Legislation. 


BERLIN, May 12.—This week's proceed- 


ings in the Reichstag were rather dull, but 
the passage of the African steamer bill] is 
of interest to Americans, inasmuch as the 
government declared its willingness to in- 
sert into the contracts with this subsidized 
line the game paragraph that ia already 
in the North German Lloyd's contract, for- 
‘bidding their steamers landing agricultural 
' products competing with German products 
at German ports. The fact that a proviso 
exists in the Lloyd contracts for German 
mails was brought out clearly because the 
agrarian leader, Ocrtel, without contradic- 
tion, thanked the imperial ahancellor, 
Count Von Hohenilohe, for the proviso. 
However, practically, the effect of the pro- 
viso is likely to be nil because Amer.can 
products ca not bear the high freigat 
charges Of [ast steamers. 


The Centrist party of the Reichstag will 
make another effort to pass the so-called 
Lex-Heinze, which places a number 
onerous restraints upon literaturéand art, 
despite the known disapproval of the bill 
by the Emperor. The Centrists, with the 
Conservatives, intend that the bli shall 
be put on its final passage before the sum- 
mer adjournment. The opposition will 
again use obstruction, however, and if the 
bi.l is passed the Bundesrath will reject it. 

The German liberal press is greatly 
wrought up because the Bavarian govern- 
ment extradited the Austrian editor Kor- 
don under an obsolete resolution of the for- 
mer German federation of 184. Kordon be- 
longs in the Tyrol, where a court sentenced 
him to six weeks in jail for criticising the 
Catholic OChureh. The Vossische Zeitung 
recommends that such conditions be oblit- 
erated by Bundesrath and Reichstag legis- 
ation. 


The curious idea has fastened on a large 
part of the Liberal Press that if the Liber- 
als show any effective willingness to pass 
any bdills for military or naval purposes the 
Emperor will abandon his prejudice against 
the Liberals and summon their leaders to 
cabinet positions and the Iike. 

The Tageblatt leads in exploiting this 
notion, while the whole conservative and 
centrist press, representing the govern- 
ment majority, ridicule the movement. The 
semi-official Post to-day speaks of it as 
“Liberal Bysantinigsm.”’ Hewever, i is 
quite certain that the Emperor has been 
powerfully impressed by the naval em- 
thusiasm on the part of the TAberais, in- 
cluding financial circles.

Burglar, Pardoned in 1892, Again Ar- 


rested, Charged With Five Bank Robberies. 
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MARY SCOTT ROWLAND’S EFFORTS 


HAVE ALL GONE FOR NOTHING.

Man Who Robbed the Mullanphy Bank, St. Louis, of 
$200,000 and the Pike County National Bank of 
$5000, Who Obtained His Pardon After a Ro- 
mantic and Long-Continued Effort and Who 
Had Promised to Reform, Has Once 


More Fallen 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NPW YORK, May 12.—‘‘Jim” Dunlap, one 
of the most notorious bank robbers this 
country has produced, is once more a pr-s- 
oner. He has not only broken into banks 
again. but he has broken faith with the 
woman who worked unceasingly for 15 years 
to gecure his freedom. 

Dunlap once robbed the Mullanphy Bank 
of St. Louis, getting $200,000; and gathered 
together $50,000 when he made a pleasure 
trip to the Pike County National Bank at 
Loulsiana, Mo. 

It was in December, 1892, when Mary 
Scott Rowland of St. Louis went to the 
Charlestown Penitentiary with his pardon 
in her hand. He was serving a 20-year sen- 
tence far the robbery of the Northampton 
Bank. Through the efforts of this one wom- 
an, his only friend, he walked out a free 
man. He promised her then to lead an hon- 
est life. Already he has forgotten. He is now 
under arrest charged with five bank rob- 
beries. 

“Jim” Dunlap has led an eventful life. 
No hero of the dime novel ever passed 
through more thrilling scenes. Born in 1840, 
he served throughout the Civil war. He was 
three t'mes wounded and was made a leu- 
tenant; Everybody liked brave, dashing, rol- 
licking Jim Dunlap. ‘‘He is one of the brav- 
est men that ever wore the blue,”’ his com- 
rades used to say. He has shown his wan- 
derfu) nerve many times since then, but in 
an inglor:‘ous cause. 

He loved danger. Perhaps for that rea- 
son at the close of the war he became a 
brakeman on the Rock island Railway. He 
Was a quiet, sober, honest fellow. He did 
his work faithfully and well. And then 
@ woman came into his life and changed it 
forever. For it was a woman who started 
him upyun his career of crime, just as it 
was a woman who tried to lead him back 
into an honest life. The first woman was 
successful, the second failed. 

Billy Pinkerton, the detective, at the time 
Duniap was parduned, made this staie- 
ment: Dunlap was really driven to crime. 
While serving as a brakeman he became 
acquainted with a woman who had a police- 
man for a sweetheart. The policeman, 
through jealousy, kept arresting Dunlap tun- 
til he lost his job. Then he began to fre- 
quent saloons and met Dan Koggio. Dan 
said, ‘Give them something to arrest you 
for,’ and Dunlap took his advice. Jim Dun- 
lap was first arrested in 1868. Burglary was 
the charge. He served two years in Joliet 
prison and there he met Bob Scott. They 
were congenial spirits. They formed a 

rtnership and in seven years they secured 
4,000,000 from cifferent banks. Neither of 
them enjoyed this stolen wealth. This is 
their record: 1872, robbed the Quincey, II1., 
National Bank, $800,000; 1872, robbed the 
Pike County National, Louisiana, Mo., $,- 
000; 1873, robbed the Muilanphy§ Savings 
Bank, St. Louis, $200,000; 1874, operated east 
with Jimmy Hope and Red. Leary, getting 
$1,000,000; 1875, robbed State Savings Insti- 
tution, Chicago, $300,000; 1876. robbed North- 
ampton, Mass., Bank, $1.000,000."" 

Keb Scott had married a 15-year-old girl 
from. Bethlehem, Pa. It was a runawav 
match. She never dreamed that the man 
she loved was a criminal. That knowledge 
came to her on Feb. 14, 1876, when the detec- 
tives came to her home at No. 3 Washington 
Square, New York, and informed her that 
her husband was a prisoner. He had left 
that morning with a gool-bv kiss. The next 
t.me she saw him he wore the convict’s 
garb. Six years later he died. It was his 
widow who worked to save Jim Dunlap. 
‘Mary, never desert poor Jim,”’ were his 
arewell words ta her. “Be as a sister to 

im and do as much for him as you have 
done for me. Don't stop in vour efforts to 
oe him a pardon. I am the eause of his 

ing where he is.’’ Then he drew from his 
hand a cameo ring. “Put this on Jim’s fin- 
ger the day you get him free.”’ he said. 

Bob Scott always believed in Dunlap, al- 
ways held that he was a wronged man. His 
widow took up the work he had left her 
with all her heart. “There are others who

are scoundrels; Jim !s the tool,’’ she val- 
lantly declared. 

The trial was a most sensational one and 
aroused widespread interest. The Rev. Dr. 
Leonard Woolsey Bacon, Bishop Hunting- 
ton and many prominent men attended it. 
But the feeling was almost entirely against 
the prisoner. Mary Scott found but little 
encouragement when she started out on her 
mission. She was young, hopeful and failth- 
ful. She never for a moment lost heart. 

“Only live, Bob, until I can get you a 
pardon,’’ she had begged her husband. 
When he was gone she worked just as tire- 
seaeny for the man he had asked her to set 
ree, 

At last she began to wake a thrill of sym- 
pathy for the convict whom she would not 
let the world fcrget. Gov. Long, Oscar Ed- 
wards, president of the Northampton Bank, 
the jury who convicted him and the judge 
who pronounced sentence all were moved 
by Mary Scott's pleading. 

On Oct. 24, 1880, Gen. W. T. Sherman and 
James E. Yeatman., president of the West- 
ern Sanitary Commission and the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank of St. Louis. signed 
the pathetic _appeal for ‘‘Jim’’ Dunlajp’s 
pardon. Mrs. Scott delivered this person- 
ally to Gov. Ames. The petition told of 
Dunlap’s excellent prison record, his un- 
doubted reformation and penitence, his 
munifest resolve to lead an honora-" 
life in the future, his faithful service 
in the Union army, his successful ef- 
forts to nave stolen property restored 
|ta owners and lis failling health .on 
account of a wound received while serving 
his country. 


The executive counc!] again referred the 
matter to the incoming council for its favor- 
able consideration and Bob Scott’s widow 
started her work over again. 

‘Be good to poor J‘m” had been her hus- 
band’s last words. They rang-in her ears 
and nerved her to her task. Later on ex- 
Gov. Long, now secretary of the navy, 
appeared in person before the Board of 
Pardons ta ask for the relase of Dunlap. 
It was refused. Then Oscar Edwards, 
president of the Northampton Bank; Rob- 
ert A. Pinkerton and Chaplain Barnes went 
before the executive council in the interest 
of the bank robber, because they had prom- 
ised Mary Scott to try to help him. Again 
it was put off. But the woman, who never 
gave up, smiled bravely when she heard 
the discouraging news. ‘Poor Jim,”’ she 


murmured, ‘the will think I have failed. 
Gut some day I will succeed. It is worth 
the work.”’ 

One day the pardon came. In place of 
the official paper being sent to the warden, 
as is customary in such cases, it was mailed 
to Mary Scott Rowland, for she married 
again in the years since her husband's 
death.

He did not 
then know that nearly all the land that 
he played over as a little child would one 
day be claimed by his relatives as his in- 
heritance.

‘"Thomas Brackett’s estate in Portland con- 
sisted as follows: He received a deed from 
his mother-in-law, Elizabeth Harvey, of 0 
acres. In those days men lived in peace 
with their mothers-in-law. 

‘In 1671 he received from her all land 
on Portland Neck; but Thomas is not to 
sell any of this land without the consent 
of his wife, and if his wife dies he is to 
enjoy the use of it ali his life, and at his 
death it is to go to his children. At the 
late date of 1728 the court gave administra- 
tion in Thomas Brackett’s estate and lit 
went to his son, Joshua, and in 1728 also the 
court gave Joshua administration on the 
estate of his grandfather, Michael Mitton, 
who died in 1669, 

“When Joshua Brackett of Greenland, N. 
H., came to make his will he gave to his 

Joshua Brackett of Portland, land 
that was his father’s, lying on the back 
of the Neck, which is now the heart of 
Portland. 

“In 1741 at York there was a lawsuit re- 
lating to land on Peak’s Isiand, in Portland. 
It was decided in favor of the Brackeits., 
They have sealed their right to Cleaves’ 
land by their blood. Bracketts served 
through the French and Indian wars, were 
at the siege of Louisburg in 174, and all 
that were old enough to carry a musket 
served in the war of the Revolution.

W. H. Moore, Great Trust Pro- 
moter, Moves to New York. 


NEW MOVEMENT IS EXPECTED. 


HE HAS PAID $5,000,000 DEBTS 
IN FOUR YEARS. 


Beside, It Is Said, by Organization of 
the Steel Trust He Made $10,- 
000,000 Beyond His For- 
mer Liabilities. 


NEW YORK, May 12.—Wall street is 
watching a man who has his office in the 
Dmpire buildng tn lower Broadway. His 
hame is William: H. Moore. 

What will he do next? 

What is he working on now? | 

Judge W. H. Moore is the necromancer of 
corporations. The Match Trust, ) the 
‘Cracker’ Trust, the Strawboard Trust, 
the Steel Trust, the Tin Plate Trust and 
other trusts were the creations of his brain, 
and he has before him a country full of 
trust possibilities. Men in Wall street are 


now waiting to hear that another trust and 
@ great one is under way. 

As an arganizer and financial director of 
great industrial combinations, Judge Moore, 
who is one of the latest additions to New 
York’s coleny of Chicago millionaires, will 
probabiy always be better known than as 
a lawyer, but Itt was due to his knowledge 
of the corporation laws of mary states 
that he was able to caalesce millicns of dol- 
lars of the capital of great industries into 
great trade and manufacturing combina- 
tions. Added to his knowledge of corpora- 
tion law he possesses the merchant setse 
to a marvelous degree. He juggles with 
mi'lions of dollars.as other men do with 
thousands. All his undertakings have 
reached into the millions and his profits 
ere numbered in like sums. 

He has had the rare distinction of falling 
for $,000,00. But that was nothing to this 
wizard of money, for before four years had 
passed he was out of debt and $10,000,000 
ahead of the game. It takes a financier to 
do that. And through it all not a smirch 
has been put upon his good name. 

Judge Moore, with his brother, J. Hobart 
Moore, and W. J. Pufeell, formed a law 
partnership in Chicago, and up to 1890 prac- 
ticed law. Owing to his knowledge of cor- 
poration law Judge Moore was enabled to 
plan the consolidation under one manage- 
ment of widely scattered establishments in 
the same l.ne of production. The disorgan- 
ized and often antagonistic fragments of 
these industries his genius for organization 
and his ability as a broad financier enabled 
him to brng together on a practical working 
and money making and saving basis. 

One of the first industries to attract his 
attention was match manufacturing, in 
which, while the Diamond Match Co. was 
the leader, there was great competition. In 
1889 he succeeded in consolidating nearly all 
of the match interests under a single con- 
trol, which was run on Standard Oil prin- 
ciples as nearly as possible and which op- 
posed competit:on wherever it found it. It 
was through speculating in the stock of the 
Diamond Match Co. that the Moore broth- 
ers lost $,000,000 and went into debt for $%,- 
000.000 more. 

Besides the Diamond Match Co. Judge 
Moore succeeded in organizing what wus 
known as the Cracker Trust, or the New 
Yark Biscuit Co., the American Strawboard 
Co. and the Nat‘onal Steel Co. The latter, 
his greatest achievement, was completed 
Feb. 7, 1899. It embraces the National] Stee] 
Co., the American Tin Plate Co., the Amer- 
lean Steel Hoop Co. and the Amerecan Sheet 
Steel Co. This organization took in tne 
leading steel mills of the country except 
the Carneg.e interests, and represents cap- 
italization of many millions of dollars. In 
1898 the Moores had promoted the Nationa! 
Biscuit Co., which brought them a net profit 
of $2,400,000, and after the organization of 
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iwes had amounted to $100,000. These corpo- 
rations, with the Strawboard Trust, which 
was not as sucessful as the others, are 
known as the “‘Moore group,’”’ and represent 
an asgregate capitalization of $225.000.000. 

The most widely known of Judge Moore's 
achievements was the match consolidation. 
To be sure, he did not gather in every match 
factory in the country, but the Diamond 
Match Ca, as organ:zed is as nearly a mo- 
nopoly in its line as the Standard O'l Co. 
is in the petroleum field. It was tn this or- 
ganization that the Moore brothers rose, 
then fell, only to rise again. 

The failure of the Moores was one of the 
most spectacular that has oecurred in this 
country 1n many years. and the financial 
survival of the brothers is quite as re- 
markable and is considered by financiers 
as the greatest recovery ever known in that 
length of time. 

In 1896 the Diamond Match Co. practically 
contralled the match bus'‘ness of the Un'‘ted 
States. Upon its organization, with a cap- 
ital stock of $19,000,000 and a watered stock 
of $7,000,000, W. H. Moore was made first 
vice-president and director and J, H. Moore 
second vice-president, but he was nat in the 
directory. They practically managed the 
company. Its advancement was great from 
the start, and it earned dividends of from 
12 to i6 per cent. Then the directors began 
to dream of a worldwide match manufac- 
turing corporation, with a capital af $50.- 
000,000. It was praposed to make all Europe 
use D'amond matches. and to gradually 
take in other continents. President Barber 
of the company went to Europe and submit- 
ted propositions to the French and Austrian 
rovernments to use the Diamond Match 
Co.'s match making machines, and he re- 
ceived much encouragement. This was an 
excuse for the Maores to push Diamond 
stock up, and they resolved to maka it hit 
the 300 mark, or even go higher. In this 
scheme New York Biscult stock was also 
to rise, because, being praetically in the 
same combination, it would sympathetically 
respond to the prosperity of its stronger 
brother, the Diamond Match (Co. 

This plan was the undoing, temporarily 
of the Moorea. a 

The Diamond Match collapse was a com- 
plete loss to the Moores. A fortune of $5,- 
00,000 Was gone in the slump, and they 
found themselves $5,000,000 in debt.

the Stock Fxchange W. H. Moore began to 
negotiate with the creditors and sharehold- 
ers for the reorganization of the Diamond 
Mutch Ca and the settlement of the obli- 
gations of the brothers. So well was he 
regarded by the banks and his other cred- 
itors that there was not a dissenting voico 
to this proposition. Ineide of two years 
$00,000 of their debts were left outstanding, 
andin/the meantime they had set on foot 
things of even greater magnitude, for in 
this time the Steel Trust and the Tin Plate 
Trust were put on foot, and so successfully 
that the stock subscriptions offered had to 
be scaled down 10 per cent. 

W. H. Moore had promised to pay his 
creditors dollar for dollar and perhaps more. 
The bankers smiled at this, but he did as he 
had agreed, and with a rapidity thet 
siartled the doubters. 

In January, 1899, the last $500,000 of their 
debts was paid to bankers in Providence, 
R. I. There were many of the Moore broth- 
ers’ notes floating about in Providence se- 
cured by Diamond Match Co. stock. As 
time went on the Providence men came to 
regard them as practically worthless and 
put them up at a “knock-down” sale with- 
out reserve. No one wanted the paper, 
however, and the speculators would not bid, 
so the notes and securities reverted back to 
the bankers, who, as things turned out, 
were not sorry. The securities in the mean- 
time had increased from $15 to $40 a share, 
and the bankers sold them out and consid- 
ered themselves lucky to get back so much 
from whac they considered a hope:ess finan- 
cial wreck, but they still held the Moore 
notes. In January W. H. Moore and his 
brother sent the Providence men checks 
for $509,000. The doubters realized, besides 
a profit of from $15 to $40 on every share 
of the stock bought in, 100 cents on the dol- 
lar on the notes that they had vainiy of- 
fered at uuction not long before. The other 
debts of the brothers had been paid in the 
same way, promptly and without the ex- 
traction of a cent, and besides this feat 
they had made about $10,000,000 profits in 
newer promoting enterprises, 

In November. 1399, Willlam H. Moore came 
to New York, and a month later bought 
the house then being built by W. E. D. 
Stokes at No, 4 East Fifty-fourth street, ad- 
oining Fifth avenue, and the residence of 
Ienry M. Flagler. This was an evidence of 
his permanent residence in New York, and 
something startling was looked for in the 
interests that he represente®. The Stokes 
house cost him 2,000. Until the house 
was finished, in March, he lived at the Hol- 
land House, and was one of its most in- 
conspicuous guests. His Fifty-fourth street 
house is a five-story American basement 
structure, on ground &% feet front and 10 
feet deep. It has a cut stone front, solid 
marble stairways, and is well lighted and 
ventilated, having windows on three sides. 

One day eae few months ago the cause of 
Mr. Moore’s ceparture from Chicago toa 
New York became apparent. On that day 
the recently crganized Steel Trust move 
bodily from Chicago to New York. Wrthin 
the time it takes to ride from Chicago tv 
Manhattan the whole comeern was trans- 
planted. This wholesaie removal of the 
buefness and all its executive machinery 
was a nine days’ wonder. The Steel Trust 
came in special trains, wherein its business 
was carriied on precisely as if it had been 
in permanent offices. When the executive 
officers and their staffs of clerks, office 
bova and typewriters reached New York 
they found two floors of a b’g office bulld- 
ing watktine for them to carry on the routine 
of the business without a skip. Houses and

SIX WENT DOWN 
WITH A PORCH 


Accident. to a Party -Which 
Overloaded a Gallery. 


NONE KILLED; ONE ARM BROKEN 


THREE WERE CHILDREN, NONE 
OF THEM MUCH HURT. 


Happened at 1206 High Street Where 
All Except One Were Visiting 
—Rescuers Find Few 
Injuries. 


A rickety porch gave way at 126 High 
Street last night and three women and three 
children fell to the sidewalk twenty feet 
below. Only one person was badly hurt. 
Mrs: Mary Obrider, whose arm was frac- 
tured. Mrs. Lizzie Fisher, Mrs. Eliza Jack- 
son and Mrs. Obrider’s children, Clarence, 
22 months old, Adelia, 4 years, and Loretto, 
aged 6, were bruised. The baby Clarence’s 


nose was broken. 

Dr. Johnson reduced Mrs. Obrider’s frac- 
tured arm at the dispensary. The other 
persons were treated at home. 

Mrs. Fisher lives at 1206 High street. Her 
husband is the organizer for the Tobacco 
Workers, Last night Mrs. Jackson who 
lives at 1112 Biddle street, and Mrs. Obrider 
Of 1204 High street, with her chiidren 
called. They went out on the flat-roof 
porch to spend the evening. They were 
too many for it. 

Without a preliminary sound the roof 
gave way. The center swayed downward 
and all weré heaped in the middie. The 
planks broke and the women and children 
reached the pavement before the timbers. 
The planks fell, covering them. Heavy 
rafters piled over them and not a single 
ody was seen when the neighbors gath- 
ered to the rescue ‘Three hundred persons 
collected within five minutes. 

Shrieks and groans greeted the men who 
ulled at the wreckage. Directed by C. F. 

ietz of 180 High street, the rescuers 
worked. The light pianks were hur:.ed 
asidé, the heavier rafters were pried and 

ulled, A woman’s body was seen and a 
ush fell on the noisy crowd while it was 
carried to the sidewalk. The woman proved 
to be Mrs. Fisher, the hust. She was un- 
conscious, not dead. Within a few minutes 
she revived and walked home. 

The rescuing party found Mrs. Obrider 
next. Her arm hung limp and a heavy 
beam lay across her body. 

‘Leave me; find the babies,’’ she whis- 
pered to the men. She was taken to the 
drug store to await the ambviance. 

The children, heaped together, were taken 
from the delris. In some manner they 
had all failen together and escaped serious 
injury. 

Mrs. Jackson, the last person lifted up, 
was bruised, put no bones were broken. 

The porch was cut clean from the house, 
as though sheared with a giant cheese 
knife. Not a stick of timber remains at- 
tached to the building. Only a small pile 
of broken boards is left to indicate how 
narrowly six people escaped death. 

The building is owned by L. Nitzmann, 
who has a tinshop on the ground floor.

GAMIN AND HIS PARENTS BUILD 
BARRICADES. 


CAR TRACKS OBSTRUCTED. 


Great and Small, the Impediments to 
Traffic Are Placed on the Rails 
Day and Night. 


Victor Hugo’s street gamin of Paris, who 
built barricades like a Veteran and died he- 
roically on the ramparts of his latest and 
greatest achievement, would be able to 
live gloriously to-day should his reincar- 
nated spirit bring his lank body to &. | 
Louis. There are enough barricades on the 
street railway tracks of this citiy to re- 
mind an old Parisian of the thrilling days 
of 48 and ‘61 and of the Commune. 

It igs no exaggeration to say that there 
are hundreds ?f barricades, large and emall, 
across street cary tracks in the city. These 
have been built by boys, aided in some in- 
stances by grown men and women. 

In the central part of the city the ob- 
structions are not so numerous, but in 
South St. Louis and in North St. Louis 
the boys worked with wonderful vigor 
Saturday afternoon and night, placing 
heaps of stones, bricks, lumber, boxes and 
Other loose matevial on the tracks. 

From the entrance to the Fair Grounds 
on Grand uvenue east to Filteesth street on 
Palm street there are dozens of obstruc- 
tions, some of them eight feet high A 
man who drove down Palm street last night 
says it will require a week's work by @ 
hundred laborers to remove them. 

Most of these barricades are on the Unien 
Line tracks. Last night a crowd of boys 
built a huge bonfire at Cass avenue and 
Fifteenth ‘street. While some piled stones 
on the tracks others burned effigies of non- 
unon men. Still others tied tin cans on the 
electric wires and threw stones, tied to- 
gether with strings, to wrap around the 
wires. In some places the wires were cut. 
Roys came from ali directions, carrying 
rocks big enough to make a grown «nan 
sweat, which they heaped on the tracks. 

A crowd of more than a hundred boys 
were throving stones over the wires in the 
form of grapeshot, to catch and hang there, 
at Fifteenth street and St. Louis avenue.

Insurance Company of 
New York Appeals to the Congress 
of the United States.

NEW YORK, May 12.—The petition of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. of New York 
to Congress by Representative James 58. 
Sherman of New York, asking for an in- 
quiry into the treatment received by that 
institution at the hands of the Prussian 
government, is exciting great interest here. 
The petition shows that the Mutual Life 
Insurance Co. is transacting business in 
Great Britain, France, Austria, Hungary, 
Italy, Belgium, Holland, Denmark, Norway 
and Sweden, under the sanction and ap- 
proval of those countries, and has done so, 
“in accordance with those principles of rea-

LEARNING 0 SPEAK AT 40 


Giro Martino Was Shot in the Head, 
and It Cost Him His Ability to 
to Utter Words. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 12.—Gliro Martino, 4 
years old, has forgotten how to talk. His 
ailment is a rare one, and from a medical 
standpoint is one of the most interesting 
even treated in Harlem Hospital. 

As the result of a most successful opera- 
tion performed by Mr. Thomas Neafsey, 
the house surgeon, Martino’s life has been 
saved. In time he may be able to talk 
again, but he must be taught as thought 


he were a child. ‘‘Aphasis’’ is the medi- 
cal term for the disease. It is due to an 
injury of that portion of the brain govern- 
ing the power of speech. He can under- 
stand all that is said, but is absolutely un- 
— to articulate any word of his own ac- 
cord, 

In proof of the fact that he is able to 
understand, questions are asked him to 
which he makes no reply, but when told 
to shake his head or move his arm or leg 
he does so. His eyes look searchingly and 
then pitifully at his questitioner, showing 
his mental struggle in an enleavor to ex- 
press his thoughts. 

Already the task of teaching him to talk 
has been started. Each day for ten or fif- 
teen minutes Dr. Neafsey gives him a les- 
son interpreted by Dominick Harris, a 
nurse who speaks several languages. Dr. 
Neafsey frames a sentence of small words 
which Harris translates into Italian for 
Martino to repeat. But like a little child 
learning to talk Martino can only get the 
last word of the sentence and if it is more 
than two syllables, he is able to pronounce 
but the first syllable. 

When tho lessons began Martino could 
pronounce but one word, that was “aqua,” 


water. All he could say for two days was 
“aqua.”” He understands what. “aqua’”’ 
means. Now his vocabulary consists of 


about nine words which he seems to under- 
stand. When he repeats a word correctly 
after the nurse, he smiles and appears de- 
lighted. For fear of further mental de- 
rangement, Dr. Neafsey limits the time of 
the lessons, although each day that limit 
is allowed to (be slightly increased. 

It may be monthe, perhaps years, before 
Martino will be able to speak his native 
language again. Dr. Neafsey intends to 
try the experiment of teaching him English, 
severe words of which he has already mas- 
tered. 

Martino is accused of stabbing a collector 
who came to his home, No 2128 Becond ave- 
nue, two weeks ago for money. The co)- 
lector’s stab wounds did not demand hos- 
pital care. He shot Martino and is now 
confined in a cell in Harlem prison ewait-

The second son of King Maximilian and 
Princess Marie of Prussia, Otto Wilhelm 
Luitpold of Bavaria, has been king since 
the death of his elder brother, King Ludwig 
II, in 1886. 

Ludwig was mad and Otto was mad, and 
Otto has never known that he was King, 
his father’s brother, Prince Luitpold, reign- 
ing as regent in his stead.

Federal Treasury Unable to 
Account for $400,000,000. 


TRYING TO FIND THE TREASURE. 


SOME THEORIES OF ITS DISAP-

Money.

12.—If you have

or put it in a bank, it is your duty to no- 
tify Maurice L. Muhimann, deputy assist- 
ant treasurer of the United States. 

Uncle Sam has Jost $400,000,000 in gold. 

It has not been stolen from the treasury. 
It is not in the national banks. 
of the Treasury Gage has designated Mr. 
Muhlmann, the most expert statistician in 
the Treaury Department, to solve this per- 
plexing mystery. He needs your help and 
the assistaince of every citizen of the Unit- 
ed States who has a gold piece that he is 
keeping out of circulation. 

In July, 1899, the director of the mint re- 
ported that there was in the United States 
gold bullion amounting to $119,882,772, and 


ing a total of $962,865,505. 
Of this amount all the gold bullion ie in 


national banks there was only $286,180,618. 
This left unaccounted for $393,502,402. 

Now the question that concerns the treas- 
urer of the United States, and more partic- 
ularly the secretary of the treasury, i6, 
Where is the money? Who Ig it 
in the countrv? Does it exist at all? Since 
the United States treaury statistician has 
kept records of the amount of money coined 
he has been able to tnace every coin until 
it went into coin.

constant usage reduces the value of gold 
coinage so much that the treasury weighs 
every bit of gold returned to it from the 
banks and pays only according to the weight 
indicated on the delicate scales. The banks 
thus lose thousands of dollars every year. 
It is possible that since 1871 millions have 
disappeared in this way. In the process 
of assaying gold the particles stick to the 
walls, fly up the chimney of the assay of- 
fices or adhere to the crucibles.

With the rest of the umon 
men they left their cars. Wednesday Hern- 
don went to work on the Laclede division. 
Adams and he had a discussion when they 
met. Adams accused him of being a “‘scab.”’ 
A third party entered into this domestic 
drama. J. M. Fuller, father of Mrs. Hern- 
don, went to her home for a short v.sit 
yesterday afternoon. The family living 
above the Herndon family heard shots. 
They ran to the scene and saw Adams ar- 
rested.

This week at a meeting of the trustees 
the box was solmenly unsealed and un- 
locked by the curator of the museum, when 
it was found to conta:n nothing but old 
fragments of paper, torn book covers and 
other rubbish, with a note from Douce say- 
ing that, in his opinion, it would be wast- 
ing any more valuable or interesting objects 
to leave them to persons of the average in- 
telligence and taste of the British museum 
trustees.

Some years ago the lady was prominent 
in New York society, until she created a 
sensation by deserting her husband and 
eloping with Pennington. The inventor had 
a wife living at the time. 

Pennington was a famous figure in West- 
ern financial circles 10 years ago. His inven- 
tions paled the imaginings of Jules Verne, 
and his success as a promoter is not to be 
dimmed by comparison with the exploits of 
Ernest Terah Hooley. In 1883 he came to 
light in Circleville, O. He had patents; he 
exploited them; capital flowed to him. 

A factory was built, and jralf a dozen 
companies organized, Cuircleville was on 
the eve of becoming a seething, booming 
town. Then the bottom fel] out and Pen- 
n.ngton moved on. He repeated the enter- 
prise at Defiance, O. 

At Fort Wayne, Ind., he organized three 
companies with big capital. At Oswego, 
Kan., a $1,000,000 company to manufacture 
freight elevators tested his Napoleonic 
financial genius. He tried Cincinnati with a 
$1,000,000 wood pulley manufactory, but 
failed to float the project. 

At Mount Carmel], Ill., in 1889, he organized 
suceessively a $250,000 corrugated iron com- 
pany, the Standard Machine Company, cap- 
tal $100,000. and the Mount Carmel Pulley 
Works, capital $100,000. 

Then came his noted airship project. Chi- 
caga capital was interested. A company 
with stupendous capital on paper was or- 
ganized. The machine was exhibited in the 
old Chicago exposition building until an ex 
pert reaveled that it could not fly at all 
It was taken back to Mount Carmel, thence 
to St. Louis, and was last heard of in 1893 
in Belleville, Ill.

BARRIER TO CHURCH WORK. 


Efforts to Be Made to Increase the 
Contribut.ons in the 
Year 1900.

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., May 12.—Hastilities 


against the liquor traffic were opened in 
the Southern Baptist Convention to-day 
wien Rev. Dr. J, B. Cranfield of Texas in- 
troduced a vigorous resolution declar’ng 
enmity of the Southern haptist against the 
traffic in every way. The resolution de- 
ciared the liquor traffic ta be the greatest 
barrier to the work in the home and foreign 
mission fleld, Congress is denounced for 
nullifying the law abolishing the canteen 
and the establishment of the army canteen 
aud saloon are declared to be blots on our 
civilization. Protest is made against the 
National Government issuing licenses in 
localities where prohibitory laws are in 
force, The resolution puts the Baptists of 
the South on record for national and state 
prcehibiticn, and ealls on all Christian citi- 
zens to cast their ballots against the sa- 
loon. The resolution will be adopted. 

This merning’s session was largely de- 
voted to the discussion of the century or 
1900 movement,which aims to make the year 
memorable in the church’s history. 

Rev. Dr. Kerfoot, corresponding sec 
retary of the home mission board, made an 
effective speech on the movement. ‘Not 
half the churches in the South,” he said, 
“have been reached yet as to contributions 
and we had &% years of effort. Your plan 
has been to leave the wo of organizing 
cur churches for contributions to the 
boards. Another difficulty is state rights. 
Who will say there is no state’s rights in 
religion. We have compfications that tie 
our hands and render us helpless. We have 
no cO-operation between boards. ‘There is 
a fierce race to get before associations at ¢ 
good time. Let us have co-operation and let 
the secretary be the man to touch the nerve 
centers of all the boards, all the states 
and ail the newspapers. 

““We have 5000 women mission societies, 
and these women have collected $500,000 in 
the Igst 12 years.. Turn these women loose 
on churches, pastors and deacons and 
achiéve results.’’

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THE CUBAN CENSUS. 


The Cuban census shows a population of 1,572,797, which is 
' 68,890 less than appeared in the census enumeration of 1887. 

A careful authority estimated the total population in 1895, at 
the outbreak of the war, at 1,700,000. Other estimates agree 
substantially with these figures. 

It would seem that during the war not only was the natural 
increase of population- wiped out, but the number of inhabi- 
‘tants is nearly 60,000 less than in 1887. The natural increase 
is estimated at 110,000, so that the total loss of life was 
not far from 170,000. Most of these, it should be remembered, 
were women and children done to death by Gen. Weyler’s re- 
concentrado policy. 

The right to vote is held by about 140,000 native Cubans, the 
cualifications being ability to read and write or the possession 
of a certain amount of property. The Spanish voters will 
number about 30,000.

“I will agree to anything the senator 
wants me to,”’ replied Mr. Spooner, smil- 
ing, “except to vote against my convic- 
tions on a constitutional question.’’ 

“I am not asking you to do that,” said 
Mr. Pettus, still mysterious, ““‘but I want 
you to give way to a motion.” 

“Well, what is it?” asked Mr. Spooner. 
“It is to adjourn,” answered Mr. Pettus, 
in his melancholy voice, and without a 
smile on his face.

A few 
days after he had sent in his list he was 
informed by the secretary of the admiralty 
that ‘my lords’ were struck by the num- 
ber of unknown names included, and that 
they wished to make an inquiry om the sub- 
ect. Airy asked the secretary for some 
specifications as to the names referred to.

THE RICH VS. THE POOR, 


The Life of a Man Making $10,000 


a Year Worth More Than 
a Laborer’s. ; 


NEW YORK, May 12.—A rich man’s life 
is worth more than a poor man’s life. 

This is the latest decision of William 8. 
Gummere of the New Jersey Supreme 
Court, the judge who, a year ago, d 

that the Hfe of @ child is only worth m 
6 cents to $1. 

A Knockout blow to this valuation ‘on hu- 
man life was given almost at the same 
time by the New York State Court of Ap- 
peals, which handed down a decision set- 
ting aside a jury verdict which valued a 
human life at only 6 cents. The court de- 
clared in effect that such a valuation 
“shocks the moral sense,"’ and ordered a 
new trial. 

Justice Gummere's opinion was expressed 
in the case of Dilomena Cuvella, who was 
killed in a fight with Vito Dileo and Pas- 
quele Cella. The men belonged to a secret 
saciety, and though the evidence against 
them was very strong, they were acquitted. 
Justice Gummere addressed the jury in 


sending the case to them. “It is hard,” he 
said, ‘to ascertain what lose children sus- 
tain in the premature death of a father. 
In the death of a laborer the loss in sorrow 
may be just as great as in the death of a 
millionaire. But the pecuniary loss would: 
be greater in the case of a man making) 
$10,000 a year than in the death of a man 
making a dollar and a half a day.”’ 

The case dealt with by the New York 
court was that of Charles B. Morris, a 
grain merchant, who sued the Metropolitan 
Railway Company for $%,000 for the death 
of his son, Leslie B., 16 years old. Several

TURF NOTES FROM LOUISVILLE. 


The Present Meeting a Great One and 
Selling Platers Have No Show. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 12.—At no time 
in its history has the Louisville meeting 
done more for the racing interests of the 
country than at the present one. It has 
been the means of weeding out the dogs and 
showing the owners that they were casry- 
ing worthless timber in their strings. The 
betting public has been given a line on the 
relative merits of the 3 and 2 year olds that 
are on the running turf. and thus these in- 
terests have been protected. 

With one of the fastest tracks in the 
country and some of the best horses in the 
business every opportunity has been af- 
forded. The farm chart will show that it 
takes a good horse to win. The time in ev- 
ery instance is good and the poor old skates 
that have hitherto been able to pitK up a 
race here and there and pay for their Keep 
have been unable to do anything. They in- 
variably finish last. Horses that have for 
years been fugitives from the glue factory 
are occasionaily started, but they do so 
poorly that there is not a single man own- 
ing one of this class but is considering how 
he may get rid of him. 

Jim Flood is a horse of this class. In the 

long ago ne was a good plater, and won 
some nice races, but he has outlived his 
usefulness. Last season he fell into the 
hands of Hilly Bosler of the racing firm 
of Besier & Napler, and it was suggested 
that he migat possibly be keyed up to a 
race. He was placed in training and Paul 
Egbert did everything he could to make 
him a winner. Time after time he was 
entered in purse races against the poorest 
company on the track, but he always fin- 
ished last. Then he never failed to make 
himeelf heard, for he is windbroken and 
puffs like a steam cailiope. Finally Bosler 
came to a realization of the fact that Jim 
Flood was no longer a racehorse. He 
turned him over to Mr. Napier, and the 
latter placed him in an ice wagon, where 
he will spend the remainder of his days. 
The horse is only 9 years old and he may 
yet see the day that he will be able to de- 
feat a street car In a mile race, but it 
hardly seems probable. 
Sound Money formerly belonged to Dr. 
Busehmeyer, a Louisville druggist, and in 
his 2-year-old form he looked like he was 
going to be a winner, but he was ailing 
soon after the season began and was turned 
out. As a 38-year-old he won a few races 
and again looked well, but soon after he 
became windbrokem, being affected with 
a paralyzed gland in his throat. Busch- 
meyer thought perhaps he might be cured 
with another year of rest and he loaned 
him to a farmer back of Jeffersonville. The 
latter worked him ail summer ina hay 
Wagon, as a side partner of The Barrister, 
a once promising colt. Then Sound Momey 
was sold to Alf Oldham, clerk of the Louis- 
ville City Court, for $75. He tried an elec- 
tric experiment to restore life to the par- 
alyzed giand. It worked so well that the 
old skate was tuned up to land a race at 
Latonia last fall. This seagon he seemed 
to be much improved, and it Was thought 
he would be able to get next to some of 
the purses. He has started twice, the first 
time being unplaced and the second barely 
getting inside the money, although it is con- 
ceded if he had gotten a better ride he 
might have got the place at least. Oldham 
will keep him until the end of the season 
and then sell him. He has no business on 
a racetrack.

AMERICAN LEAGUE SALARIES. 


They Now Probably Run Away Above 
the $1000 Limit. 

It would seem that the American League 
will be compelled to do a tremeMlous busi- 
ness this season in order that the various 
clubs comprising may quit even or better 
in a financial way at the close of the sea- 
son. Take the majority of teams in the 
American and you will find that most of 
t(neir players are ex-members of the Na- 
tional League, who were forced out of the 
big organization by the recent consolida- 
tion. The salary iimit for any one player 
in the American League is $1000. That this 
limit is merely a blind and not Jived up to 
is obvious. It is not reasonable to sup- 
pose that such men as Brodie, Hoy, Dowd, 
Bierbauer, Sugden, Hallman and a num- 
ber of others that might be mentioned, 
would work for $1000 a year. Of course, 
oo who ‘have been farmed—Cronin, 
"atten and others—receive the salaries at 
which they were signed by the National 
League clubs. And it is to be inferred that 
players who have signed first hand with 
American (League clube will command at 
least as large salaries as the farm hands. 
Whether the added strength dnd expense 
will have a corresponding effect on the re- 
ceipts remains to be seen. There exists 
a grave doubt as to the wisdom of the in- 
vestment.

President McMath Argues 
Against Their Reduction. 


NOT EXPEDIENT OR LEGAL. 


CHARTER PROVIDES AGAINST DE- 
CREASING THE REVENUE. 


Head of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments Has Prepared for the Post- 
Dispatch a Statement of the 
Conditions in the Water 


Department. 


A bill has been introduced in the municit- 
pal assembly to change the present water 
rates. The claim is that they are exorbi- 
tant and are yielding a larger revenue than 
is proper. 

President Robert E. McMath of the Board 
of Public Improvements has prepared for 
the Post-Dispatch the following &tatement 
of the condition of the Waterworks De- 
partment which will be of assistance to 
persons considering the propriety of the 
proposed change, 

This matter is one that should be care- 
fully and intelligently considered. In such 
consideration, legislators and the. public 
should take a broad view and be given full 


information as to the situation both as to 
the present and future. 

The collections as given in table 10 of the 
recent report of the assessor and collector 
»f water rates from April 10, 1877, to April 
», 1900, amount to $22,775,576.38. Out of this 
revenue there has been paid:

The city has therfore invested in water- 
works the above sum which may with 
propriety be considered as capital on which 
a return may be expected by the city as 
much as by a corporation.

[f our waterworks were owned by a busi- 
ness corporation instead of the municipality 
ii would readily be acknowledged by ail 
that a revenue from water rates of 6 per 
cent is not excessive and that no wholesale 
reduction of rates could or should be made. 

If the waterworks be considered as an as- 
set and a valuable property belonging to the 
city, the study should be to make the best 
possible use of the property for the advan- 
tage of the owners. The people of St. Louis 
should not willfully nor recklessly wasie or 
throw away the revenue. No objection is 
here made to a revision and readjustment 
of rates, .to make them more equitable or 
more productive than now, but the argu- 
ment is against hasty or ill-considered ac- 
tion and to present weighty reasons why 
no reduction of gross revenue shouid be 
made. In considering this subject two 
points of view may be taken, that of obli- 
gation and that of expediency. The con- 
sideration of obligation is based upon the 
provisions of the charter contained in sec- 
tions 11 and 12 of article 7, which read 
as follows: 

Sec. 12. The water rates shall be fixed at prices 
that shall produce revenue sufficient at least to 
pay the interest upon the city water bonds and 
the running expenses of the waterworks depart- 
ment. NO water rate shall be ollowed or fixed 
by any other principle or consideration than that 
of producing revenue and exceptional discrimina- 
tions in rates are forbidden. 

Sec. 11. The Assembly may make alterations in 
the prices or rents to be paid for the use of 
water from the waterworks, and the whole net 
income from rents and receipts of the water- 
works in excess of what may be necessary for 
completing, constructing, operating and repairing 
the waterworks, and for interest on water bonds, 
shail be transferred quarterly to the fund com- 
missioners of the city of St. Louis and shall be 
by them invested in St. Louis water bonds, if 
the same can be done advantageously, and if not, 
in other bonds of the city of St. Louis; and if 
none such are ocurable, then in the bonds of 
the State of Missourl or of the United States, 
aud the whole sum so invested shall be set apart 
as a sinking fund, solemnly appropriated to and 
for the payment of the bonds Issued for the erec- 
tion of the waterworks denominated ‘*St. Lous 
water bonds,’’ and shall be applied solely to that 

until the whole of said bon fully 

: the fund commissioners shall, when- 

ever required by the Assembly, or either branch 

thereof, render a just, true and full account of 

all their receipts, payments and proceedings un- 
der this section.

As has already been sald, such 
bonde were outstanding in 1881 to the 
amount of $6,127,000. Since that time the 
127,000 af “oN” bonds have been paid and 
192,000 more, so that the amount unpaid is 
now about $5,908,000. The original issue of 
water bonds became due and renewal bonds 
were issued to replace them. 

If section of article 7 be read care- 
fully, it will be seen that it was within the 
province of the city to provide for complet- 
ng, rating and repairing 
the waterworks and for interest on water 
bonds before making provision for paying 
off the principal of the debt, and the same 
may continue to be done until the water- 
works system is fully completed. But if the 
6ystem considered as ‘‘completed,”’ then, 
under section 12 of artikle 7 the rates 
must be fixed so as to “ uce revenue suf- 
fioent at least to pay the interest upon the 
city water bonds gna the running expenses 
of the Waterworks tment.”

The city has 4 and pressing needs 
for which it is unable to provide—among 
them a new city hospital. 

The debt of the city has since the adop- 
tion of the Scheme and Charter been De- 
yond the constitutiona! limit of 5 per cent 
of the assessed valuation, but by the growth 
Of assessed valuations and the operation of 
the sinking fund created by charter amend- 
ment in 1892, the limit wil! soon be reached 
and then the city will be at ‘ibercy to issue 
additional bonds to the amount of differ- 
ence between 5 per cent of essessed valua- 
tion and the then debt. Such issue must, 
however, be authorized by two-thirds of the 
voters voting dt an election to be held for 
that purpose. Hence the object for such 
issue must be generally approved by tne 
people. 

The assessed valuation of the year 1899- 
1900 was $373,561,953; hence the constitutional 
debt limit in 1901 will be $18,678,007.65. For 
the year 1900-1901 the assessed valuation will 
be at least $378,600,000, allowing a debt limit 
of $18,925,000. The amount of bonds out- 
standing April, 1900, was $18,916,278.30 on 
which the yearly interest amounts to $778,- 
409.28. The assembly is required to ap- 
propriate not less than $1,200,000 each year 
for the payment of Sonds and interest 
thereon. After paying interest, there 
should be $421,590.72 applicable to payment 
of bonds during 1900-1901, which would leave 
less than $18,500,000 of debt April, 1901. That 
is, the city will have crossed the debt limit 
line, and, if any part of waterworks reve- 
nue be transferred to interest and public 
debt revenue fund, the city will be at lib- 
erty to borrow for the purpose of building 
a new city hospital at least the sum so 
transferred. If waterworks revenues aé 
not reduced and no further extension un- 
dertaken this year, then $620,000 may be 
so transferred and the proposition to issue 

000 of new bonds to build a new hospi- 
tal could be submitted to the voters early 
in 1911. Which sum together with the ‘“hos- 
pital erection fund’ already accumulated 
would make $1,060.000, or enough to build 
and equip the hospital. 

In comparison with the good which may 
thus be done if our water revenue be not 
diminished, the proposition to reduce water 
rates in favor of a minor part of water 
takers, and they, not the poorer takers by 
any means, will appear in its true light. 
Let the water revenue alone.

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WALL STREET REVIEW 
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READJUSTMENT OF PRICES NOT 


YET COMPLET=. 


SPECULATIVE DEPRESSION. 


Prices of Stocks Lower, After a Week 
of Great Irregularity and Uncer- 
tainty in Movement. 


NDW YORK, May 12.—The tone of the 
tradling in stocks was feverish and uncer- 
tain to-day and the disposition to sell was 
still evident. There was an effort to sup- 
port some stocks, and the short selling by 
the bears was followed ‘by buying to cover 
contracts, 

Missouri Pacific was lifted at one time 
a point above last night, carrying the rail- 
road list with it. The grangers, especially 
Burlington and Southern Railway preferred, 
were pretty well:supported, after tle rally 
in Continental Tobacco preferred from its 
644 point slump. This stock recovered al- 
most completely before the close. 

Stocks were offered freely at the higher 
level of prices and deciined to the lowest 
before the appearance of the bank state- 
ment. People’s Gas, the local tractions and 
the Steel stocks were all notably weak and 
large losses were registered in a number 
of shares which have not been traded in 
during the recent declines, 

Some effort was made to rally. prices 
after the bank statement, because it failed 
to show the expected theavy expansion in 
loans, but it was successful only in isolated 
instances. The close generally was un- 
Steady, and net changes were mixed. 

The weekly reports of the mercantile 
agencies confirmed the feeling that the 
business reaction has not yet reached its 
limits and the opinions expressed in the 
Senate yesterday of the possibility of for- 
eign complications on account of the Men- 
roe Doctrine as applied to the Danish Wrgt 
Indies, was cited by the bears as further 
ground for speculative depression. 

The report of a small decrease in the 
loan account of the banks for the week, 
instead of a heavy increase, was a surprise 
to Wall street. It did not alter the belief 
in the reported loan to Pennsylvania, which 
is to-day reported to be from $16,000.000 to 
$20,000,000. The placing of such a loan late 
in the week would figure in the statement 
for the average for only one day. The 
calling of loans earlier in the .week in 
preparation for the new accommodation 
would figure disproportionately in the av- 
erage. The effect would be to throw the 
showing of the new loan in the statement in 
the following week. 

Prices for stocks are lower than they were 
a week ago after a week of great itrregu- 
larity and uncertainty in movement. For 
two days the market looked as though gen- 
eral liquidation had set in, but the quick 
recovery on Wednesday afternoon was the 
result of a movement to cover by the bears 
who had been selling short but who became 
alarmed at the cessation of the pressure 
to liquidate. The liquidation in fact seemed 
to be completed for the time being and its 
limited extent gave color to the supposition 
that it had been due to the selling, but of a 
pool whose members had grown tired of 
their non-success in getting prices up. The 
strong and successful manipulation with 
which the market was sustained while the 
liquidation was eeing effected, showed that 
the sellers had large resources and a wide- 
reaching concert of action. 

The market rallied considerably from the 
low point on the demand to cover bear 
contracts, and efforts were made by bul! 
pools to extend the advance, but the gen- 
eral demand for stocks continued extreme- 
ly apathetic and the market fell back into 
dullness and renewed weakness. 

Wall street wants to know how much 
further the decline in prices of commodities 
must go before renewed consumption will 
be invited in sufficient volume to absorb 
production. Upon the answer to this ques- 
tion depends future profits for industrial 
enterprises as well as earnings by railroads, 
So far as events of the week have served 
to throw light on the problem, they indi- 
cate the readjustment of prices is not yet 
complete.

CHICAGO, lil, May 12.—Wheat continues 
a dull and dragging market with liquidation 
following the government report, giving us 
a lower range of prices. The most optimist- 
ic, however, do not expect that the winter 
wheat crop will be a record-breaker, and 
While it is’almost wholly guesswork in 
making threshing figures at this writing, no 
one looks for a crop more than 380,000,000, 
based on present figures. The chances of 
this quantity being increased are not worth 
considering, While any deterioration from 
now on will, of course, reduce this figure. 
The most important factor in the market 
from this time forward will be spring wheat 
conditions, and while it is too early to per- 
mit of forming radical opinions as to the 
Northwestern outcome, already reports of 
dry weather and high winds are coming 
trom that fruitful country. The spring 
wheat country has always been noted for 
its ‘‘reversalis of form,’’ and after a series 
of good crops there always come the 
lean years. Then the snowfall has 
not been normal, the season is backward. 
the weather-wise point to prospects of a 
very drv season, and I do not bélieve it 
is fair to assume that full crops are going 
to be raised up North this year. Specula- 
tively, the position has undergone no ma- 
terial change in this market except that 
weak longs have let go on the breaks. The 
general trade is not in evidence in the mar- 
ket and probably will not appear yntil.gome- 
thing occurs to mar the Serenity of the situ- 
ation.

BEARS CONTROL GRAIN 


STATISTICS RATHER MIXED. 


Figures Not All One Way as Favoring 
Either a Lower or a Higher 
Market. 


The whole grain market felt the effects 
of a bear raid last week, every future in the 
list making material changes in the way cf 
lower prices. The causes principally re- 
sponsible for the slump were many, the 
most important of which was the bearish 
government crop report of Wednesday. Be- 
fore this was issued the market was fairly 
strong, at any rate there were no decided 
changes in any direction, but after the re- 
port came the color of the market was 
entirely changed. The bears became active, 


attacking prices and slumping all futures. 
The influences at work during the week 
were confined mainly to the daily statistic- 
al news. 

Decreases in the stock of grain in and 
afloat to Europe had a temporary effect, 
but not of any lasting influence. Primary 
receipts show decreases as a rule, but not 
of a large enough volume to cause much 
change in prices. The Argentine shipments 
still continue of good size, being a cause 
of surprise to the majority of the bull trad- 


ers. 

During the last few weeks the grain mar- 
kets have been narrow and business of 
light volume. This in a measure has been 
changed, the size of the trades has not 
changed much, but the range has suddeniy 
shown apn inclination to go down. In the 
last two days’ losses of comparatively 
large size were recorded. Wheat felt this 
principally, though corn was not much 
behin in the siide. As wheat news 
was responsible for the decline the corn 
markets were naturally not inclined to move 
so rapidly, but there was some sympathy 
between the two cereals and this was 
shown by their course. 

The oats market was bearish also; follow- 
ing the course of the other cereals, it went 
lower. but there was not much in sight 
on which to either bull or bear this market 
and as a usual thing it was quiet,

The All-Around Championship Was 
Won by Karl Kruse Who Ex- 
celled in Many Sports.

COLUMBIA, Mo., May 12.—The annual 
Missouri State Fieid Day Exercises were 
an unprecendented success both in point 
of attendance and the records made by the 
contestants. 

- In the events which were concluded here 
at 5:30 o'clock this afternoon the annual 
State fleld day excelled all previous affairs 
of the kind that ever occurred in this stalé, 

In addition to the contestants there were 

a large number of spectators present, and 


these combined with the local crowd made 
a iarge gathering on the athletic grounds 
to-day, 

Perhaps the most important event of the 
field day program was the meeting of tne 
managers of the contesting teams to per- 
fect permanent organization. 

This means much to the future of Mis- 
souri athletics. It was strictiy a state 
affair and concerns the future of the col- 
leges of the state in the matter of athietics, 


It was decided by those present that the 
institutions that have so far made the best 
showing in fleid day events should be recog- 
nized by electing representatives of each 
to the highest positions among the officers 
and managers of the proposed organ:zation, 
Consequently J. B. Boile of St. Louis Uni- 
versity, Prof. Y. P. Rothwell, director of 
athletics in Missouri University; Vice-- 
President J. Ferguson of Warrensburg, sec- 
retary. 

The organization is to be known as the 
Inter-Collegiate Athletic Association of the 
State of Missouri. 

The future proceedings of the organiza- 
tion have not yet been fully determined on, 
but it was agreed that the annual pro- 
grams are to be arranged by a committee 


are to be held. 

The annual place of meeting is to be de- 

cided according to the advantages offered 
by the colleges competing for the honor. 
- A constitution ce@nposed of the regula- 
tions agreed upon at this meeting, is to be 
published and sent to each of the colleges 
that are eligible. 

All schools or colleges that have a col- 
legiate standing are eligible, and may join 
the organization at any time. Those that 
join will be expected to send representa- 
tives to each annual fleld day meet. 


The only event this morning was the 
contest for the state championship as the 
best all-round athlete. This was perhaps 
the most important event of the entire 
meet. 

The championship was by Kari 
Kruse, Missouri University, ps a test 
consisting of seven athletic ormances 
in which he by far excelled competi- 
tors. 

The contest consisted of a 100-yard dash, 
a shot throw,. a thigh hee a hammer 
throw, a pole vault, a hurdle race and a 
broad jump. 

Trainer White of the Missouri! University 
foothall team entered the contest and made 
a fine record, but was not eligible to re- 
ceive honors. 

Kruse the winner played right tackle on 
the Missouri University team this year. He 
hoids the state record as a shot putter, 
and thas won other athletic honors at Mis- 
sourl University.

Was the Best of the Receivers. 

“Connie Mack was undoubtedly the trick!- 
est catcher that ever lived,’ remarked Frank 
Killen. Had it not been for Connie breaking 
his leg we would have walked in with the 
pennant in Pittsburg In ‘93.

Little Fellow Had a Kind of Croup and 
Seemed Inanimate for Fully 
Three Minutes. 


Posted on the door at 165 Franklin ave- 
nue, so that all who pass may read it withe 
out effort, is a quarantine placard, warning 
the public that there is croup in the house 
and to keep out. 

It is not a large eign, but {ft {is printed 
in red ink, and is decidedly startling in its 
boldness, although surrounded by many 
other sgns much more attractive in appear. 
ance than this one. 

The sign was placed in its present posi- 
tion last Thursday by the health depart- 
ment, because information had been re- 
celved that there was a case of croup in 
the house. But C. G: Smith, who conducts 
a tobacco and candy eétore at this number, 
claims that it ie false, that there is no 
croup in hig house, that he has been greaty 
damaged by the sign on his door, that he 
is entitled to redress, and that if there is 
any such thing as justice In St. Louis he 
lig going to enlist it n his benalf. 

Little John Leslie Smith who is 8 years 
old, “‘choked to death,” so his parents say, 
last Monday morning. They do not speak 
figuratively. They say that he was abso- 
lutely lifeless for three minutes, and that 
he never would have recovered consclogs- 
ness if it hadn't been that his father 
= oot 2 couple of —Z ne neck’ 
while mother was running for Dr. EB. 
Holt, at 1532 F®anklin avenue. ~ 
Tho doctor responded at once, but finde 


assistant he summoned a physician from 
out on Channing avenue to help him, got 
some surgical instruments and returned to 
the house of the Smith family. During all 
the time the doctor had been telephoning 
and looking for hie tools, little John Leslie 
was inanimate and Sepetvatty lifeless. Just 
as the doctor stepped over the threshold 
on his second visit to the house the Mttle 
boy opened his eyes. The doctor, The doc- 
tor, who had emall hope for him, was mu 
surprised, and said it was a most remark- 
able case. Then he proceeded to insert a 
silver tube in John's neck, after which op- 
eration the little fellow experienced no 
difficulty in breathing. But the “jolts in 
the neck,” the father declares, effected the 
real cure, 

The shock the family received was on last 
Thursday, when the health department 
placed the quarantine placard on the door, 
As Mr. Smith depends largely wpon the 
children in the neighborhood for his income 
he is indignant, and feels that the depart- 
ment has mistreated him fn that it posted 
the placard without consulting him, 

He says that John Lesite didn’t have the 
“regular croup, only the spasmodic croup, 
which is altogether different from the reg- 
ular croup, and not at all contagious.”

HE governors of Missouri, Arkansas and 
Kansas, at the suggestion of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch, held an hour’s conversa- 

tion across 691 miles of telegraph wire last 
Tuesday afternoon. 

It was one of the most extraordinary public 
conferences ever held in this country, and at its 
conclusion the governors united in earnest 
“messages of invitation to the Boers of South 
Africa to immigrate to the United States and 
locate permanently in this section. 

At the same hour—almost at the same mo- 
ment of time—Gov. Lon V. Stephens, Gov. 
Dan W. Jones and Gov. William E. Stanley 
entered the Western Union telegraph offices 
of their respective capitals, Jefferson City, Lit- 
tle Rock and Topeka, and greeted each other 
over a continuous line of wire that passed 
through the telegraph rooms of the Post-Dis- 
patch in St. Louis. The purpose of this re- 
markable method of conversation was to se- 


cure unanimity of action in a worthy cause, in 
the speediest and most satisfactory manner. 

As a result, the Sunday Post-Dispatch 1s 
enabled to announce to-day the invitation to the 
Roers to trek to Missouri, Arkansas and Kan- 
sas. In furtherance of this invitation, the gov- 
e:ncrs agreed that they would request the con- 
gressional delegations from their states to mect 
the peace envoys from South Africa, who will 
be in Washington this week, and present to 
them in ‘person the call from the states named. 

It is now understood that the Boers are about 
to make their last earthly trek. 

No more pathetic incident is in history than 
that which the South African republics may 
shortly present to the world in the departure of 
their peoples, almost in a body, from their 
home and country, in search of a friendlier 
clime. 

Within a few m onths the war in South Africa 
will have ended. Should the Republics be de- 


feated the independence of the Boers will! be 
destroyed, and the Boers must either submit to 
English rule or leave their country. Already 
they are casting about for a land where they 
can enjoy civil and religious liberty, without 
the fear of intervention by a foreign govern- 
ment. 

State Secretary Reitz of the Transvaal has 
announced to a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
that he and his family and friends are coming 
to the United States. Thousands will follow 
his lead. 

In what section of this great country will they 
locate? 

Where else should they go but to the West 
and Southwest, where good lands can still be 
bought for a song and where their national 
troubles will be fcrever at rest. 

In view of the facts and conditions stated, 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch put the question to 
the governors of three of the states lying with- 


in asy reach of St. Louis and west of the 
Mississippi River—the states of Missouri, Ar- 


kansas and Kansas. The question met with 


prompt response. 
Gov. Lon V. Stephens of Missouri, speaking 
for Missouri, at once said the Boers should be 


invited to his state. 

Gov. Dan W. Jones of Arkansas enthusias- 
tically said that Arkansas, of all the states in 
the Union, could best furnish the stricken peo- 
ple with cheap homes. 

Gov. William E. Stanley of Kansas said the 
Boers would have a hearty welcome to the 
great state which he represents and that the 
Kansans would be glad to see them come. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch sent a staff cor- 
respondent to Little Rock, Topeka and Jef- 
ferson City to confer with the three governors 
respecting the arguments and statistics that 
shculd be brought to bear upon the South Af- 
rican people. He found the chief executives 
of Missouri, Arkansas and Kansas ready and 
willing to do everything possible, both in their 
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official and individual capacities, to further the 
uovement. It was then deemed necessary that 
the three governors should hold a conference 
and agree upon a course of action. A conversa- 
tion by wire was found to be expedient, and 
the most extraordinary incident of this elec- 
trical age followed. It was a triumph of jour- 
nalism never before attempted and the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch is inclined to be proud of 
the achievement, more especially when it is 
considered that all the people are deeply inter- 
ested in the outcome, and that governors of 
states are not in the habit of holding confer- 


_ences by wire from long distances upon any 


subject. 

And such a subject as this was! The greatest 
trek since Moses led the Israelites through 
the wilderness toward the Land of Canaan. 

The Boers are coming to America—possibly 
under ‘the leadership of President Kruger; cer- 
tainly lin the company of State Secretary Reitz. 
They want to come in a body. They want to 
trek across Africa to some seaport—men, 
women, children, servants, cattle, horses, 
wagons, and as much of persona] belongings 
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as can be conveyed by the means at the come 
mand of each family. 

They want to take ship—a fleet of ships, in 
fact—and sail away altogether, for the Ameri- 
can republic. It is possible they may be pet 
suaded here to trek half way across the conti- 
nent and occupy the rich, cheap lands of the 
Southwest. Such, at least, was the purpose of 
the Post-Dispatch conference of governors. 

There are 100,000 Boers in the Transvaal and 
75,000 in the Orange Free State. If only one- 
tenth of that number should come to the United 
States it would require from eight to ten ships to 
convey them across the ocean, and would add 
175,000 industrious, brave, enterprising people 
to that section which can afford them the best 
homes on the cheapest terms. Upon this ques- 
tion the governors of Missouri, Arkansas and 
Kansas speak out enthusiastically through the 
Post-Dispatch and their messages of invitation 
will be conveyed at once to the peace envoys 
from South Africa—perhaps by the congres- 
sioral delegations from these states.

MISSOURI. 


“To the West! To the West! To the land of the 
free, 

Where the mighty Missouri rolls down to the sea; 

Where a man is a man if he's willing to toil, 

And the humblest may gather the fruits of the 
soil.” 
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State of Missouri is one of the garden 

of the world. It produces all that any 
state produces -and many things which some 
states cannot produce. 

Missouri has an area of 60,350 square miles, the 
extreme lengih from north to south being 282 
miles; the extreme width 348 miles. It is crossed 
from west to east by the Missouri River and bor- 
dered on the east its entire length by the Mis- 
sissippi River. 

There are now in Missouri 432,349 acres of gov- 
ernment land subject to homestead or cash entry 
at $1.25 per acre, the purchaser being vested with 
title upon payment. Homestead entries can only 
be made for 160 acres of land, but purchase may 
be made of an additional 160 acres. Uniess a man 
is married or the head of a family he must bs 
21 years of age before he can make a homestead 
entry.- A single woman over 21 can make a home- 
stead entry, but a married woman cannot. These 
lands are all located in the southeast, southern, 
central and southwest portions of the state and 
are peculiarly available for grazing, the production 
of grain and ‘fruits arid for mining. 

Missour! enjoys the peculiar advantage of a cen- 
tral location. an equable climate, a fertile soll, a 
sufficient and evenly distributed rainfall,almost un- 
limited timber and mineral resources, abundant 
transportation facilities, good home markets, 4% 
splendid public school system, and an intelligent 
and progressive citizenship, which combined entitle 
her to a high rank“among the American common- 
wealths. 

Within her borders are grown i# abundance ev- 
ery important agricultural product of the Amer- 
ican continent, excepting those of the 
regions, and every important mineral product of 
the Union is here, except gold, platinum, mercury 
and graphite. In the forests are unlimited varieties 
of valuable hardwoods and yellow pine. 

She is the eighth state in size, the seventh ‘in 
wealth, and the fifth in population in the Uhited 
States. She is the first state in the Union in pro- 
duction of mules, poultry, lead and zinc, and in 
the number and value of her herds of improved 
ivestock: second in hogs and fruit; third in corn, 
‘tattle, horses, area of improved lands and number 
of farms: ninth in coal production among the 
states of the Union, and second among the states 
west of the Misisssippi River. 

As a manufacturing state, Missouri ranks first 
west of the Mississippi, in point of capital in- 
vested, wages paid, and value of product, and sev- 
enth among the states of the Union. 

The total taxable property of the state is in 
round numbers $1,200,000,000, the actual cash value 
being over $3,500,000,000, The total value of the pres- 
ent annual surplus commodities marketed is. over 
200,000,000. 

Missouri has within her borders three of 
leading commercial cities of the country—St. Louis, 
Kaneas City and St. Joseph. Her development has 
scarcely begun, and there are now more and be t- 
ter opportunities for safe and profitable invest- 
ments in farm homes, manufacturing establish- 
ments and commercial enterprises than in any oth- 
er state in the Union. 

The mild season opens regularly March 1 and 
«stays open to the benefit of an immense acreage of 
orchards, truck gardens and winter wheat, and 
to the welfare of young livestock. After that date 
plowing is begun under the sunshine; spring show- 
ers saturate the newly turned earth, and later the 
farmer is resting from his season's planting two to 
four weeks earlier than his neigthbors in adjoining 
states. From June until September summer reigns, 
and between the August sun and the regular and 
abundant rains the great crop of corn groans with 
its own heavy,ripe and sturdy growth. The average 
rainfall is:about 38 inches; certainly not too much 
the dry, salubrious climate is considered, 
the state thereby escapes all danger 
lrouths or burning winds. Although 
- times the summer days are very 
warm; they are just what is needed for the mag- 
nificent growth of corn. The nights are moder- 
ately cool, and the mean summer temperature is 
76 degrees. 

From September well tnto December is exepri- 
enced that continuous celebrated Missouri au- 
tumn, a long succession of Indian summer days 
and cool nights, which even outrival the glories of 
early spring.

tures that afford grazing the year around; the mild 
winters abundance of good water and imtelligent 
breeding and management have developed in Mis- 
sourl a grade of stock that is the pride of her 
people and the basis of the state’s prosperity. 
Cattle, hogs, sheep and horses have won in com- 
petition with the best animals of the world, and 
are largely drawn upon by the leading breeding es- 
tablishments of other states and countries. Mis- 
souri bred animals have in almost every important 
of recent years topped the sale.

At the Omaha Exposition, where 
the competition in many classes was evén sharper, 
the winnings of Missouri breeders on Hereford cat- 
tle, Poland (hina and Berkshire hogs exceeded the 
cembined winnings of all other states competing. 

At the close of the livestock show at Omaha, it 
was by the management to parade the 
herds of cattle on exhibition before the Fresident 
of the United States, arranged in the order of their 
winnings. In this parade a Missouri ‘herd ied the 
procession, a Missouri herd was second, a ‘Missouri 
herd was third, a Missouri herd was fourth anda 
Missouri herd was sixth.

ANSAS is already a magnificent state. 

K The government no longer thas first-claas 

agricultural lands in Kansas to offer the 
homesteader free. 

But Kansas offers that which no other Western 
state can offer in greater abundance or under 
freer conditions, namely—a large area of first- 
class lands at merely nominal prices, 

Climate, soil and moisture assure the husband- 
man of success, while the location of the state 
and the comparatively sparse population which 
now finds a home within its borders, makes “as- 
surance doubly sure,/ that land values there will 
steadily rise to the  ccelahaeelaest of those owners 
who secure homes or farms for themselves at once. 

Kansas contains 82,000 square miles; a litle less 
than Great Britain; larger than New England; 
twice as large as Kentucky or Ohio and larger 
than New York and Indiana combined. 

There are no mountains in all the broad State 
of Kansas. It is a prairie state—an agricultural 
state. 

Kansas is a gently undulating plain, 210 miles 
in width from the north to the south and 400 
miles long from east to west, in which there 
are only 1,500,000 people, less than twenty persons 
to the square mile, including the rural and urban 
population. 

The mean temperature in Kamsas for the spring 
months is 54 degrees, 76 for summer, 52 for autumn 
and 80 for winter. The yearly average is B. 

In nearly every portion of the state the soil 
is a dark, rich loam, composed of the accumulat- 
ed mold of the vegetation of ages, mixeg@ with 
fine, silicious grains of sand and lime. ‘There is 
no “thard pan,’’ except in a few counties on the 
Missouri border; there is no ‘‘gumbo,”’ and conse- 
quently no “crawfish” prairies. Phe surface soil 
is so porous that the heaviest rains are almost 
completely absorbed. ‘‘More rain, more rest,” 
does not hold good in Kansas. The morning after 
a night’s rain the farmer can plow or cultivate 
his cornfield without fear of packing and baking 
ground. The rain is stored in the soil, and is 
accessible to the roots of the crops during long 
weeks of cloudless, sunny weather. 

Seventy-five per cent of the uplands is rolling 
prairie, susceptible in the eastern and central 
portions of easy and high cultivation, and in the 
north half of the western part, clothed in the 
thick carpet of buffalo grass. The other 10 per 
cent is rough, broken bluffs, in the middle of the 
southeastern part even flinty pasture lands, On 
the whole, very little waste land that would not 
bear at least some bumch grass for sheep pas- 
ture is found in the state. . 

There are no swamps, no natural lakes; artifi- 
cial ponds are frequently made by the provident 
farmer for his cattle. 

As Kansas has been settled by an intelligent, 
an industrious, law-abiding people, from nearly 
every state in the Union, the means for public 

have been carefully cared for. It is 
the best and the. bravest of an Anglo- 
community who leave their homes, and 
follow an instinct which has made the race the 
most potent factor in the civilization of new coun- 
tries and the subjugation of wild lands. As ‘God 
sifted three nations’ to find material strong 
enough and brave enough in mind and body for 
the first settlements in America, so ever since 
that day the sifting process has been going on. 
As New England was settled by brave spirits from 
the older world across the sea, so has Kansas 
been settled by the stronger and more adventur- 
ous of the descendants of those men. 

AS so@n as a new county Was organized in 
and the civil authority estabiished,* the 
ple with one accord turned their attention to 
the organization of churches and schools.

N Monday afternoon, May 7, I was 
() asked by the Sunday Post-Dispatch 

to arrange for a continuous circuit 
over the Western Union wires between St. 
Louis, Little Rock, Topeka and Jefferson City, 
for the hour between 3.and 4 o’clock, Tuesday 
afternoon, May 8, for a conversation be- 
tween the governors of Missouri, Arkansas 
and Kansas, through the telegraph rooms of 
the Post-Dispatch. The request was an ex- 
traordinary one, and at first I thought it 
could not be complied with. 

Within three hours, however, the necessary 
arrangements were made and I notified the 
Post-Dispatoh that the open direct circuit had 
been arranged and would be ready, 

At 3 vo’clock Tuesday afternoon the oper- 
ators at Little Rock, Topeka and Jefferson 
City signaled that the line was’clear and that 
they Were ready. I so notified Operator Tur- 
ner of the Post-Dispatch telegraph rooms. 

It was prompt 3 o'clock when the oper- 
ator at Topeka announced: “Gov, Stanley

is here.” At 3:02 o'clock the operator at 
little Rock wired: “Gov. Jones is here.” 
At 3:6 o’clock the operator at Jefferson City 
announced: “Gov. Stephens is here.’ Then 
the wire was turned over to the governors 
and the Post-Dispatch, 

The remarkable conversation closed at 4:63 
o'clock, It had been successful in every par- 
ticular. At one period in the conversation, at 
8:40 o'clock, a furioug storm of thunder and 
lightning struck Little Rock, and we could 
feel here the unusual play of electricity. The 
Little Rock operator lost one of his wires 
by the storm, but he slipped in another so 
quickly that there was no apparent break 
in the conversation. 

The continuous line.of wire was 691 miles 
in length—345 miles from St. Louis to Little 
Rock, 283 miles from St. Louts to Kansas 
City, and 63 miles from Kansas City to To- 
peka. 

The telegraphic signals throughout were 
clear and distinct, and I consider the inci- 
dent a great accomplishment of newspaper 
enterprise on the part of the Post- -Dispatch.

The growth of Kansas has been phenomenal. 
In 1800 the population of the state was 107,000; 
in 1880 it was a million; now it exceeds 1,500,000. 

In 1871 there was under cultivation in Kansas 
oniv 551,000 acres of land; in 1888 there were 13,- 
945,772. In 1890 there were 15,929.654. 

In 1892 the total‘ number of acres devoted to 
field crops was 18,360,240, a gain of 8 per cent over 
the preceding year. 

The staple crop of Eastern Kansas !s corn; 
tame hey, fruit and potatoes give especially large 
yields, sand breeding of high-grade and thorough- 
bretfidivestock is one of the chief industries. 
Wheat is tha staple of Central Kansas, al- 
though corn and mixed crops, stockraising and 
fru‘igrowing are fast becoming quite as important, 
especially in the eastern portion of the belt. 

Western Kansas is but scantily developed into an 
not yet clearly 
cemonstrated that success will attend outside ir- 
rigation. The wondrously rich soil gives a double 
portion when the seasons favor. A number of iIr- 
rigation canals have been taken from the Arkan- 
sas River, and others are being constructed lead- 
ing from the Solomon. When irrigation is applied 
the products are far superior and the yield far in 
excess of farms in other portions of the state. 

The western portion of Kansas is best adapted 
to the stockgrower, as his cattle will thrive pas- 
turing the nutritious buffalo grass during the 
open winter, provision being made necessary only 
for the more stormy weather, when shelter is as 
needful as forage. Fodder, such as sorghum, 
wild maize and millet, are successfully grown, 
giving good yields without irrigation, while winter 
wheat, sown early in the fall affords excellent 
pasturage, serving as a condiment to the drier 
feed, and not harmed by the winter cropping, 
but, in favorable years, gives good yields of grain 
and straw, while the pasturing pays for seed and 
planting in any event. 

The returns of assessors to the Kansas Board of 
Agriculture show the acreage of Kaffir corn to be 
47.152 acres, or about 9 per cent greater than Inst 
The counties now thaving 10,000 acres and 
more are Greenwood with 33,08 acres, uyvon 27,- 
246, Butler 26,768, Dickinson 22,877, Pratt 19,$62, 
Morris 18,648, Reno 16,815, Harper 16,008, Clay 14,- 
Osage, 14,878, Kingman 11,921, Ellsworth 11,510, 
Coffey: 10,847, Comanche 10,358, and Russell 10,008. 
These 15 counties comprise 45.5 per cent or nearly 
one-half of the entire area of the crop in the state. 
In the remaining 90 counties the acreage ranges 
from acres in Sherman County to 9,777 acres in 
Marion. An interesting feature in the retvrrs 
is that the foremost corn counties, comprising 52 
cent of the total corn acreage, have 33 per 
of the total area of Kaffir corn.

ARKANSAS. 


REKANSAS is one of the richest undeveloped 
A states in this country. 

It has 6,000,000 acres of government and 
state lands subject to entry—nearly every acre of 
it valuable. 

Four-fifths of the state lands, or about 800,000 
acres, are subject to donation, under a state 
homestead law, 

For $10.0 cash a donation entry may be made 
on 160 acres or less of state lands, which js in 
full of all charges. 

Forfeited land is subject to sale at $1.2 per 
acre. Internal improvements, saline and swamp 
lands, $1.2; seminary lands, $1; federal govern- 
ment lands $1.26. 

The government lands are mostly in the north- 
ern and western sections of the state. The state 
lands lie mostly in the eustern and southern. 

More than one-half of these available lands are 
well adapted to grain. Those of the northern, 
northeastern, western and southern part contain 
a great deal of mineral of different kinds—coal, 
zinc, lead, copper, iron and silver. Nearly all of 
it is good grazing land. 

Kaffir corn, with which the Boer is familiar, 
can be raised throughout he state. 

The railroad companies own nearly 2,000,000 
acres of land In different portions of Arkansas, 
all of which is for sale on reasonable terms. 

The temperature ranges all the way from 100 
degrees in midsummer to a few degrees below 
zero in extreme cold winters. It would possibly 
be more accurate to say that it ranges from 
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This Map Shows the Varied Wealth Produc- 
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The principal source of wealth in Kansas is the 
livestock interest, through which is marketed mil- 
lions of bushels of corn and oats, thousands of 
tons of hay, sorghum and millet. 

The value of Kansas livestock in 1897 was $94.- 
074,885, and of livestock products, $46,983,922, Kan- 
sas is especially fitted for the stockman—with its 
good pasture, lasting the year round, and its open 
climate, the industry is fostered as in no other 
state.

Between 1886 and 1897 Kansas produced metal- 
lic zinc and iead valued at $35,000,000. 

In 1897 Kansas produced 8, 
valued at $3,931,707. 

In 18% the value of gypsum cement manufac- 
tured was 72,000. In 1897 it is estimated at $325,- 
000, an increase of 350 per cent. In 1894, the first 
year when the United States report gives the hy- 
draulic cement output of the state, the value of 
this product was but $25,000. In 1897 it is esti- 
mated at $125,000, an increase ‘of 500 per cent.

The principal features that would probably ap- 
peal to Boer immigrants is the general excei- 
lence and diversified nature of the lands in Arkan- 
The social conditions are of the best. The 
Physical conditions of the state are from prairie 
to ordinary mountains. 

Arkansas is most fortumately located for grow- 
great variety of agricultural and horticul- 
The varying altitude of the state 
gives practically ten degrees of latitude. The alti- 
tude runs from 12% feet above sea level to 282 
feet. About one-half of the state is less than 600 
leet above sea level; one-fourth is from 60 to 
1000 feet, and one-fourth from 1000 to 2823 feet above 
level. The mountain section abounds in com- 
paratively level plateaus, varying in width from 
one to twenty miles, of very productive soll, spe- 
Cially adapted to small grain, tame grasses and 
fruits, the winter apple being the leader. This 
mountain section is bountifully supplied with the 
best hard woods, such as walnut, cherry, maple, 
Oak, etc. It is also exceedingly well watered. 

This varying altitude enables the state to grow 
successfully and profitably all the fleld products 
grown between the lakes on the north and the 
Gulf of Mexico on the south. Rich sugar cane, 
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castor bean, corn, Oats, eré, 
grow exceliently in the southern and eastera 
part of the state. In the north and northweste 
ern part wheat, Irish potatoes, oats, corn. clover, 
bluegrass, timothy, in fact all the grasvee, and 
the apple, grow to perfection, Small berries doe 
equally well in all sections of the state: about 
the only difference being that when grown om 
the low lands they mature from two to three 
weeks earlier.

Arkansas increased from $86.400.364 in 188 te 
$174,737.75 in 1890, an Increase of $88.228.291. or Wwe 
per cent. That is to say the increase of taxed 
wealth during the last 10 years is greater than 
the whole amount of property on hand in 188), 
Thus, while the population has increased more 
than 40 per cent, the wealth has increased more 
than 100 per cent, and both these elements indi- 
cate a condition of health in industries that 
vites the work, the wealth and the wisdom of 
others, 

The actual] yield of cereals for 188%—the last fed= 
eral census statistics—was as follows: 
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The number of manufactories in Arkansas itn 
1890 was 2073, with an invested capital of $14,97l,< 
614. It must be nearly twice that amount now. 

Here are some of the facts which make Arkan<« 
sas the pride of her people: 

Arkansas is situated between the parallels of 
$3 and 36.50 north and between meridians 8 an@ 
% west, showing an elevation of 21 feet above 
the Gulf at the southeastern boundary, and 2340 
feet at the northwestern boundary.

Arkansas 
apples have taken premiums wherever exhibited. 

At the Worlki’s Exposition held at New Orleans 
in 18% Arkansas was awarded the first premium 
for the best display of apples, peaches and pears, 
and carried off 13 first premiums on individual 
specimens. 

At Boston during the Pomological Exposition tn 
1887, the first premium for excellence was again 
given to Arkansas.

Mineral Résources of the United States Geologi- 
cal 6urvey, the coal flelds of Arkansas cover an 
area of 5,824,000 acres. 

According to the latest geological survey, Ar- 
kansas has an area of 138.40 acres of zinc and 
1,408,000 acres of marble, the same as Tennessee 
marbles; also 185,00 acres of novaculite or whet- 
stone, famous all over the world, and 8,40 acres 
of manganese, saying nothing of the numerous 
ores of lower grade. 

Arkansas offers one of the finest fleMs tn the 
world to stockmen, 

Arkansas has been particularly fortunate, and 
since her settlement with the United States a 
careful estimate places her entire indebtedness, 
outside what is due to state institutiqns, at about 
a quarter of a million dollars, while the net an- 
nual revenue of the state for 1897 was $2,229,682. 

The annual] value of Arkansas’ cotton and lumber 
is $47,000,000. 

Arkansas sawmills have a daily output of 6,00,- 
000 feet. The value of pine products for 1896 was 
at least $18,000,000, nearly $5,000,000 in excess of any 
other Southern etate.

T ST. LOUIS the eclipse of the 

sun will be eight-tenths of to- 

tal. It will commence at 6:43 

o'clock on the morning of Monday, 

May 2. will be central at 7:09 o'clock 

and will end at 8:55 a. m., plus one 

minute corrected for standard t'me. 

The total duration will bé two hours 
and twelve minutes, 
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SHADOW cast om earth by the moon 

will sweep over the United States 

on Monday, May 28, In a belt 59 miles 
broad. and, moving at the rate of 68 miles 
‘a minute, will obscure the light of the sun 
entirely from New Orleans northeast to 
Norfolk. The eclipse will be total in this 
country within the 60-mile belt. ‘ 

Tt has been 11 vears gince-the last tatal 
eclipse of the evn tn and jt 
will be 18 years before there is another one 
The duration of totality, when the sun's 
disk is covered completely bv the moon, will 
be only 68 seconds at New Orleans. 14 
onds at Mobile, 71 seconds at Raleich and 
65 seconds at Norfolk. While the beginning 
of the eclipse will be seen first. at sunrise 
on our Pacific coast heginning will be 
seen just at sunset in Africa and As'a. 

As a practical eclipse the obscuration of 
the sun will be visible over North and 
Central America and the northern portion 
of South America: One fortunate thing 
about the belt of totality is that it runs 
through such regions as Georgia and North 
Carojina, where there is little danger of the 
observations being obscured by the clouds. 

One thing to be leoked for in this total 
eclipse is the development of the “solar 
prominences.”’ These are great mysteries 
of the universe end appear in the shape of 
projecting horns, toleanic 
shooting flames. Prof. Teld.. in 
work on total eclinse, ssys: 

“When the totalitv is imminent. and ex- 
pectation. is becoming breathless—when, 
though net yet visible, the 
geeme al! but hovering in the air—sudienly 
at the edge of the dark meon, flashing ont 
§nto the gathering darkness, appear vivid, 
blood-red flames... Visible on one occasion 
as long as five minutes before the total ob- 
ecuration, and again for six minutes after, 
they glow against The pure white of the 
corona with singular luster.”

Some 
astronomers believe that there exists some 
form of electric repulsion acting on the 
corona similar to that observed on the tail 
of a comet. Though the spectroscope 
shows that the corona is not composed en- 
tirely of but ie made up partly of 
particles, it is a thin and cloudlike af- 
fair. If the earth were eurrounded by 
such a corona it is thought that he would 
not be ab'e to see it, though, perhaps, the 
aurora borealis, "which we do see, is a 
corona surrounding the earth. 

Possibly the total eclipse will decide the 
much-discussed question of an intermer- 
curian planet--that is, a planet between 
the sun and the planet Mercury. Astrono- 
divided. on the question, some 
believing that there is evidence that such 
a planet has been seen and others deciar- 
ing that there is no evidence of its exist- 
ence. There is an eccentricity in the move- 
ments of Mercury which ‘can be account- 
ed for only on the theory that something 
we do not know of exerts a pull on It. Le

The corona and other Ap- 
pendages of the sun will be moet carefully 
Photographed. P wtographs will also be 
taken of the spectra of the halo, as well as 
other parts of the sun's atmosphere. Other 
members of the corps will make visual 
drawings of the various features of the 
eclipse, with the aid of powerful telescopes, 
The Naval Observatory experts expect te 
gather new data, which added to what is 
already known, will aid materia! y in de- 
termining several djisnuted points regarding 
the sun and its surroundings. 

By the generosity of Mr. Willlam HH. 
Crocker of San Francisco, the Lick Obe 
servatory Will be able to send a party to 
Georgia. Only two observers will be sent 
from the observatory, but several European 
astronomers have expressed a desire to jain 
the party, and similar requests have been 
received from astronomers connected with 
American colleges which do not interml to 
send expeditions of their own. 

The instrumental equipment of this expedi- 
tion will be complete. The prinicpal instrue 
ment for photographing the corona will be 
the five-inch telescope of 40 feet focal length 
previously used by the Lick Observatory 
parties in South America (1899) and India 
(1898). For photographing the corona on a 
smaller scale there will be several cameras 
of from five to six inches aperture, and 
others of smaller size. One slit spectro- 
grajrh, and two objective spectrographs, ar- 
ranged to give a continuaus record of the 
changing spectrum at the beginning and 
end of totality, are also Included In the 
equipment. Observations of contacts will 
be made.

Therefore, the average number of 
per year is 3% in an army averaging 30,000, 
case of Insanity to 1000, The average num- 
ber of suicides each year has been 15, or less than 
one in 2000. Therefore, the cases of insanity and 
suicide in the Philippines have been a little less 
than the average in the regular army during the 
last 10 years. 

There is no doubt that insanftty has been de- 
veloped in some cases by violent attacks of nos- 
talgia or homesickness, and as the distance to 
the Philippines is so great, this trowble would 
probably be more marked there than any other 
place where our army is located. 

When I went to the Philippines two soldiers be- 
came insane on the same voyage, and Dr. Rich- 
ardson, superintendent of the Government Hos- 
pital for the Insane, informs me that three of the 
insane soldiers received at the asylum were e¢s-

frequently found it necessary to recommend that 
patienta be sent to Japan or to the United 
States. ; 

Rheumatism ig also an obstinate disease, owing, 
no doubt, to the humidity of the climate. Ous 
soldiers suffered considerably from fevers; this was 
probably caused in a great degree by the large 
amount of outpost duty made necessary by the 
army being scattered over a great extent of coun- 
try. The fevers were not severe nor malignant; 
by no means of the character of fever from which’ 
the army in Cuba euffered. 

Dhobie itch was another disease from which 
the sokiiers suffered; it was very emnoying and im- 
paired the strength of the army. The physicians 
soon devised means to effect cures, and ultimately 
this evil will be much lessened. 

Pulmonary complaints are not very general 
among the natives or the soldiers, but patients 
suffering from them in any form find it quite seri- 
ous, owing to the excessive rains and dampness, 
and seldom recover unless sent to a dryer cll- 
mate. 

Generally in armies deaths from disease far 
exceed in number those from wounds in battle. 
In the Philippines this has not been found to be 
the case, which may be taken as an indication fa- 
vorable to the healthfulness of that country. 

During the 18 months from July 1, 1898, to Jan, 
1, 1900, the total number of officers ahd men kilied 
in action was 475; other violent deaths were 139, 
and of these 79 lost their Uves by drowning, the 
total number of deaths In battle or SF violeme 
being 614; while the deaths of officers and soldiers 
from disease during the same period were 709.

N St. Louis in June, 1896, at the Repub-

Tennessee, and which threatens to disrupt 
the party in this state. 

Among the results are two state delega- 
tions to the Republican National Conven- 
tion ta be held at Philadelphia in June, and 
two complete Republican state tickets in 
Tennessee. 

Rarely has a fight in politics In any state 


been accompanied by so much bitterness.

It is a fight for political supremacy and 
spoils between two men who represent the 
extreme classes in their party—between 
Brownlow, the young man, the southern- 
born mountaineer, and Evans, the old man, 
northern-born and city bred; between 
Brownlow, who -has won political recogni- 
tion through natural shrewdness and per- 
sonal force, and who is now congressman

He repre- 
sented the Chattanooga district in Congress 
and became a friend of the powers at Wasn- 
ington. When President Benjamin Harrison 
visited Chattanooga at the time of his fa- 
mous swing “around the cirele”™ in 1891, it 
wad? H. Clay Evans who ydid the honors, 
arranged the program andi'introduced him 
to the surging multitude. When the Re- 
publican party wanted a candidate for gov- 
ernor in 18%, it decided upon H. Clay Ev- 
ans, and the party leaders have always 
claimed that he was lawfully elected, but 
“counted out’’ by the Democrats. 

Evans’ hair is auburn. He wears a mus- 
tache and a pointed beard. His eyes are 
cold and piercing. He looks like a calculat- 
ing business man. There is none of the 
sympathetic in his nature. His enemies 
claim that he Is selfish, and that he takes 
care of his friends politically only because 
they can be of use to him. They regard him 
as a great schemer, but not necessarily a 
great leader. 

, Evans is essentially a city man. His man- 
ner ang dress is that of the urbanite. He is 
educated and polished. 

Waiter P. Brownlow ig less than 40 years 
old. He is a nephew of the celebrated ‘‘Par- 
son’’ Brownlow (1806-1877), who poured vit- 
rial into Southern Democrats before the 
war through the columns of the Knoxville 
Whig, of which he was the editor, and who. 
as governor of Tennessee, after the great 
civil conflict, Was particularly harsh in his 
treatment of ex-Confederates. 

W. P. Brownlow resides at Jonesboro, in 
the extreme northeastern portion of the 
state, among the mountains near the Vir- 
ginia line. 

He represents the First Tennessee District 
in Congress. 

He is 6 feet tall, brusque, not particu- 
larly careful of his dress, short and force- 
ful of speech, but not well educated. He has 
a flow of good spirits, which fact tends to 
make him popular. His abllity is’ of the 
atyr kind—the kind that makes itself 
felt i ssigs of limitations. He hhas always 
lived among the mountains. He is used to

the ways of mountaineers and has absorbed 
many of their personal characteristics and 
idioms of speech. His district is decidedly 
Republican, It never wavered except once, 
and that was when “F'ddling Bab’ Tavy- 
lor, with his songs and cateut musie and 
suave speech, induced the mountaineers to 
vote for him for governor. As an ordinary 
thing, Walter P. Brownlow carries the vote 
of his district around in h'‘s vest packet 
and it was jhis strong. hold which first 
made him, a few years ago, a prominent 
factor in state politics, 

That was when he came into violent con- 
tact with H. Clay Evans. 

At the time of the St. Louis Convention 
in 18% Brownlow was elected a member. of 
the national committee for Tennessee. His 
election was fought against by Evans, who 
feared the power it would give his opponent. 
Success put Brownlow in close cammun:ca- 
tion with Mark Hanna during the great 
campaign of that year, and after the elec- 
tion of McKinley Mark Hanna's powerful 
influence enabled Brownlow to control the 
Federal patronage in the way of offices in 
this state. Naturally, this fact was galling 
to Evans, who felt that his influence in 
state politics was bound to wane, under 
the circumstances. His influence was potent 
enough toa make his protest heard, and Ev- 
ans, by way of a sedative, was given the 
office of commissioner of pensians, and 
thereby became virtually a member of the 
presidential family. 

Still Brownlow controlled the Federal 
patronage to a great extent, and Evans’ 
friends were left out in the cold. Ever since 
then a fight has been on between these twa 
men. No power within the command of the 
Republican has yet been able to stop it. 

BHvans’ only hope of regaining his pres- 
tige was to contro) the state convention 
this year, as he had dome so easily in former 
years, and the fight to that end was com- 
menced many months ago. 

The State Convention met in this city 
April 2. Prior to that time. in almost ev- 
ery county convention there had been a

They hired another hall and held a .con- 
vention their own, The result was two 
separate and distinct Republican conven- 
tions, two separate state tickets and twos 
distinct delegations to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention. 

The Brownlow convention nominated John 
E. McCall of Henderson for governor and 
named the following national delegates:

Since the great tornado of May, 18%, the 
people of St. Louis have gradually divested 
themselves of their apprehensions. For two 
years fallowing that awful event they were 
filled with -forebodings at the approach of 
every threaicning cloud. They are srlll 
more or less anxious observers of the heav- 
ens, but time is restoring their nerves and 
adjusting their common sense ta the usual! 
conditions in May and June in this lati- 
tude. Fortunately—what with walking down 
town every morning and home again in the 
evening—they are otherwise engaged just 
now and their minds are turned to weight- 
ler things. 

The forecasters, official and otherwise. 
who keep up a continuous study of the 
fruitful theme of tornadoes, are rather en- 
couraging this year 'n their reflections on 
the coming weaicher of the nexc “ix weeks, 
and their explanation of the unusual num- 
ber of tornadoes in the Southwest during 
the past fortnight ‘s reassuring. 

“The center of the tornado season. as a 
rule, falls later in May, but I believe that 
the greatest number of severe storms will 
fall before the 2th of the present momth,’’ 
bays Rev. Irl R. Hicks, the well-known 
weather forecaster, whose prediction just 
now is cheering to the people in the tornado 
belt. 

“There will be danger of frosts,” he says 
“anywhere in the Central and Northern 
States, with the advent of any high barom- 
eter that may break in from the northwest 
behind electrical storms, quite up to the 
middle of May.’’ 

Dr. R. J. Hyatt, the loéal forecast offi- 
cer for the United States Weather Bureau, 
never ventures a prediction farther in the 
future than 48 hours, but until now he has 
not had occasion to predict any “severe 
thunderstorms,”’ notwithstanding the fact 
that there have been thunderstorms dur- 
Ing the past two weeks which most people 
would classify as quite severe. 

Rev. Irl R. Hicks, a scientific student of 
the heavens, forecasts 12 months in advance 
~not for any particular locality, but for 
large areas. He is the editor of Word 
and Works, and was for many years a min- 
ister, 

Dr. Hyatt and Dr. Hicks represent dif- 
ferent standpoints of forecasting, but on the 
subject of tornadoes th@y are not very tar 
apart in their conclusions.

HB severe local thunderstorms and 
tornadoes reported over portions of 
the West and Southwest recently 

were caused by the usual favorable condi- 
tions for such storms. A low barometer 
area over the north Rocky Mvuntain slcpe, 
extending southbeastward ta Texas, embrac- 
ing in the southeast quadrant of the. cy- 
clon'ec area, the section in which occurred 
the severe local storms so widely published 
by the press. 

The tornado is generally formed within a 
severe local thunderstarm, and the warm, 
moist air over the southeast quadrant of 
the cyclonic area is especially favorable to 
the development of these destructive starins 
in the United States.

HP fact, as stated in the newspapers, 

that there were 14 tornadoes over the 

State of Kansas during one day last 

week, is easily accounted for. One great 

tornado exploded with its own tremendous 

energy, thus becaming segregated. As a 

consequence there was no loss of life and 

very little destruction of property, since the 

segregation had correspondingly weakened 
the force of the or ginal tornado. 

The cause of these perturbations Is par- 
tially found in the peculiar alignment of 
the planets this month. Usanus, Jupiter, 
Earth and Venus are making a perfect right 
angle or square with the Sun, Mercury and 
Mars. while Saturn and Neptune are not far 
from exact conjunction with each other and 
the sun. 

Mind you, I am not an astrologer, nor did 
I ever make a predimtion for a single lo- 
cality. But I do make predictions for sev- 


tions, based purely upon sctentific know!l- 
edge of what is sometimes called “heavenly 
phenomena.” 

The opposition of Jupiter falls on May 
end that of Uranus on May 31. I fig 
that these oppositions have vastly more to 
do with storms and other perturbat‘ons of 
our atmosphere and globe than the peculiar 
position of the sun and planets mentioned, 

In my forecast for May of this year, writ- 
ten last summer, I said that the Tirst thing 
to note tn the starm diagram of May, 1900, 
was thata Venus equinox wouki be central 
on May 9, covering the last week in April 
and reaching forward to near the end of 
May. The best thing to keep in mind for 
this month is that the sun's electric and 
magnetic focus. in annual swing from 
south to north, is bearing directly upon the 
central states of our country—that is, a 
tier of states through the center of the 
United States, extending from West to east, 
during the months of May and June, These 
two facta indicate that some storms of de- 
cided energy are to be apprehegded. This 
is especially the season of unstable and ex- 
treme changes of atmospheric pressure. 
Here ia my forecast for this May, writtea 
last summer! 

“The first storm period for May embraces

the 2d to 6th, being central on the 4th. Very 
Warm weather may be expected generally 
during this period, the rewular wave of high 
temperature and falling barometer begin- 
A.ng early in the west, spreading eastward 
through successive days. From about Fr'i- 
day, the 4th, to Monday, the7th, very active 
storms will be the natural order. Moon be- 
ing on the equator and at apogee on the 8th, 
in every probability high temperature, low 
barometer and the final storm crisis of this 
period will culminate on of touching that 
day. This is at the center of the Venus 
period, and also within a Mercury disturb- 
ance. In all prebability a series of daily 
storms, with thunder and heavy rain and 
hall, will occur about that time, extending 
through much of the Mereury period, which 
reaches from the 6th to the I7th., When 
these daily storms culminate in a general, 
eweeping storm, and a high barometer and 
decided west winds appear, it will be wise 
to expect very cool nights, with certainty 
of frasts over much of the country north- 
ward. Heavy enow squalis in the far 
North and Northwest need not be a sur- 
prise at the wind. ng up of the two first 
regular storm periods in May. 

‘The second regular period in May !s from 
the 4th to the th From about Tuesday 


ta Friday of this period look for marked re- 
turn of storm conditions. A high baromet- 
ric condition, with nights sufficiently cool 
for frost in the North, will most likely (ol- 
luw from about the 18th to the 20th. 

“A reactionary storm period falls between 
the Zlst and 24th, with moon at last quarter, 
on the equator and in perigee. igh tem- 
perature, low barometer and return of 
storms may be expected at this time, fol- 
lowed again by change to bigh barometer 
and much cooler. On the 27th the earth 
passes between the great planet Jupiter and 
the sun, and this fact must be taken Into 
account In all forecasts for at least 10 days 
before and 10 days after May 27. Electric 
and magnetic perturbations will rise to @ 
maximum, showing their presence in vari- 
ous prenomena in earth and eky, auroral 
displays and electrical storms being prob- 
able, with seismic disturbances and voi- 
canic activity in the earth. The probability 
that ail these phenomena will appear at 
this time is increased by the fact that the 
moon is in direet conjunctian with earth 
and sun, causing an eclipse of the sun on 
the 23th, within a few hours of the opposi- 
tion of Jupiter. Putting all things together, 
we would caution our readers to watch all 
storm clouds that offer any show of vie- 


lence from about Saturday, 
Tuesday, the Bth 

“While the indleations are such as to rea- 
sonably excite expectatans of some tor- 
padic storms in May, ft does not by any 
means follow that all etorms during this 
month will be of that character. Neither 
must our readers understand that we ere 
predicting all storm and no sunshine. Muce 
of the month will be fair and lovely. 

“We beleve that the general rainfall fn 
May will be nearly up to the average, if 18 
could be evenly distributed, but that some 
sections will have a ecarcity, while others 
will bave an abnormal amount. The foods 
in Texas and the Bouth, wkh drouth else 
where in 1899. may serve as an tUlustration.“ 

That ts what I wrote one year ago for 
thie month and much of it ha’ eiready come 
to puss. 

Do I believe that ternadoes are increas- 
ing in number and power? No, the earth 
is simply passing through periods or con- 
ditions which, so far as the heavenly bodies 
are concerned, occur perhaps ore tn « life- 
time. St. Louls is no more exposed to dan- 
ger from etorms than any other locality 
the storm belt.

Jesting aside, English will suffice you if 
st must. In all decent hotels, as well as 
acceptable boarding houses, everybody 
epeaks Pngilish. And in each of the first- 
class cafes af the boulevards Englisp-speak- 
ing waiters are always to be found. 

Also you may step boldly into any of the 
Jlarge dry goods establishments and address 
fn English the first floor-walker you meet. 
You will be placed in charge of an affable 
English or American clerk (male or female 
you have your choice), who will accom- 
puny you from one department to another, 
from shoes to iinen goods, from gloves to 
millinery, and treat you with extra courtesy 
because you are a foreigner. HEverything 
being marked in plain figures, you need not 
fear being defrauded. 

As a rule, if you are not fastidious it is 
better to deal in these large shops, where 
they keep everything under the sun, than 
to go into the smaller and more special 
ones, the omnipresent § sign, 
*“inglish spoken,” is displayed. These lit- 
tle shops keep only one line of goods, say 
hats, shoes, fans or jewels. They are more 
gelect, ani their window displays will tempt 
you, for they ere brightly alluring. But 
within are charged ali sorts of prices; the 
foreigner never gets the lowest. In this re- 
epect, whether you speak no Frenoh or 
French with strong Anglo-Saxon effects, 
ft makes little difference.

For all ordinary dealings with inn and 
shopkeepers you need not be embarrussed. 
There are in Paris whole streets like the 
Rue Auber, Rue Scribe, Rue Halvy, Rue de 
la Paix and Avenue de l’Opera, which are 
given over entirely to foreign retail trading 
and in which you could not strike a place in 
which Bnglish ia rot In constant use. 

It is in these streets, too, that you will 
find all the branch houses of all the well- 
known express companies doing business in 
the States. Most of them have reading 
rooms, open to all Americans; there are 
found the home papers as well as sta- 
tionery for correspondence. 

Still on the same street are the English 
and American banks; elso the offices of 
all New York steamship companies. 
these places you may go at any time when 
fn need of Information. You will be helped 
cordially. 

In humble hostelries and trading places 
English is much ignored. Nevertheless in 
all of them they will manage to understand 
your wants, and in many you will be 
treated fairly, despite your accent; but in 
others you will be fleeced. It is best on’ the 
whole to confine yourself to places where 
(ngiish is understood or to those recom- 
mended by experienced compatriots. 

As for the theater, judging from the 
class of shows usually favored by Ameri- 
cans who are doing Paris, a good pair of 
eyes or opera-glesses is likely to be of more 
@ervice than a large vocabulary. 

The main difficulty when one does not 
know French is experienced in the hundred 
little street transactions—the dealings with 
oateren, omnibus conductors, flower girls 
@nd policemen or passers-by from whom 
one may wish to Inquire one's way. 

There are several ways out of that. 

One is to aceept the services of one of 
the guides who will offer themselves on 
the street, at the door af or in front 
of the cafes. That's the wrong thing to do. 
These people are sharks. If you must have 
@ guide inquire at the hotel desk or procure 
one through one of the reputable asdocia- 
dions. Ladies, especially, can safely pro- 
wide themeelves with a well-informed com- 
panion by applying at the ‘‘Ladies’ Guides’ 
and Teachers’ Association.” or at the 
“Pnigiish Friendly Assoctation fer Girls.” 

Gentiemen should beware of femae guides, 
however meek or good-looking. If you fol- 
low one of these the chances are she will 
guide you into places where your American 
citizenship won't be of much help. French 
thugs are the worst on earth. Always bear 
that in mind when you make your way 
etout in this city, and don't go exploring 
too much. 

Another plan, which ts better and costa 
less, is to memorize 100 necessary French 
“words. These you wil find combined very 
simply in a letier which will follow this, 
in some fifty useful sentences. If you mus- 
ter these, getting scme one who knows how 
to give you the correct pronunciation, you 
shall have no trouble getting about.

Swarms at 
workingmen, busy as bees,on all sides make 
the Exposition grounds seem Tike a huge 
boiler factory. French exhibitors of native 
products, notably the silk produvers of the 
South of France and the wine-growers, are | 
unable to make any showing because the 
spaces allotted to them are not yet come 
pleted. 

Even the new roadway under the Pont 
d’Alexandre IIT leading to the great hall 
for the exhibits of commerce and machin- 
ery is incomplete, and one rides through a i 
cloud of dust to which is added a rush of | 
foul air in passing beneath the bridge itself. 

The pathways in the Fixposttion grounds 
are in the same deplorable cond! tion. 

The French papers are. true to France, 
When cholera was epidemic, not so many 
years ago, the press made light of it or did 
mot d'scuss the subject.

To-day, with the Exposition far from cam- 
pleted, the hotelkeepers and proprietors of 
furnished rooms w'll not listen to any offer 
by the month. Everything Is to rent by the 
day only, and 8 francs, or $1.8, is consid- 
ered a low tar‘ff for a room that one would 
not look at at home, with the candles and 
fire extra. 

Two candies cost you a franc, and @ 
basketful of woal containing fuel enough 
for two or three open-grate fires cost @ 
cents. One feature of these open-grate fires 
is that most of the smoke comes into the 
roam instead of going up the chimney. This 
necessitates opening the windows, so that 
one finds one's self in a wild attempt to 
heat the whole block with an open grate 12 
lmches by 16. 

Single rooms in the more pretentious ho- 
tels, Where there are elevators, cost from $3 
to $% a day, without a bethroom and, of | 
course, without meals. Apartments, alleged 
to be furnished, at which any fat-renter in | 
America would turn up hie nose, are of- 
fered. 

Proprietors of restaurants explain the ad- 
vance in prxes on thelr menus by saying 
that they have had to increase the wages of 
thelr cooks and other employes and also to 
pay a considerable advance on ail thelr 
fuel, as well as exorbitant rates for fish and 
meat.

More than $23,000 wes expended last year 
for the maintenance of the Bethesda in- 
stitutions, This included, chiefly, the cost 
of lighting and heating the various homes, 
together with the clothing and food for 
the inmates. 


The directress of the Bethesda Homes, 
Mrs. Roger Hayne, says the money needed 
to defray their expenses is raised through 
Prayer and that appeals for divine assist- 
ance have never gone unanswered. 

The Bethesda proposes to extend the 
great work already accomplished in Bt. 
Louls. In the Home for Incurables, now 
being erected on Vista avenues, just west 
of Grand, apartments will be provided 
for male patients. This departure will mark 
a new era for the philanthropic work of 
Bethesda, which began in St. Louis lesé 
than 10 years ago. Heretofore only babies 
and women have been cared for, 


Not more humble was the Bethlehem 
Inn than the smal] one-story brick building 
on Russell avenue, near Ninth street, 
wherein this great charitable movement 
was inaugurated. The idea of a home for 
orphan and friendless children and aged 
women, unable to care for themselves, orig- 
inated in the brain of Mrs. Roger Hayne. 
With not quite $140 in hand a home wae 
provided for foundlings and aged women. 
Seven adults and three infants were en- 
rojied as inmates. That was the beginning. 

One of Bethesda’'s stanchest supporters 
was the late Rev. James H. Brookes. His 
services and his pocketbook were lent to 
the cause frequently and without stint. It 
was he who made possible the opening of 
the first Rethesda home, June 8, 1889, at 
Ninth street and Russell avenue, for aged 
women. The building is still used as @ home 
for aged women. 


The generosity of R. M. Scruggs, the 
latest new Home for Incurables has been 
made possible. The structure is estimated 
to cost $80,000. It is believed, however, that 
with the furnishings the total cost will run 
above $100,000. 

The expense of maintaining the Bethesda 
Home for the year ending June, 189, ap- 
proximated $1662.19. 

To-day the annual expense accounts ag- 
Sregate more than $20,000. 

In the years 1889 and 189 about 100 per- 
sons were cared for at the Bethesda homes. 
The number increased steadily and to-day 
Bethesda shelters over 1000 people. 

The first board of management consisted 
of Mrs, Roger Hayne, president; Mrs. Mor- 
ton, secretary; Mrs. V. O. Saunders, treas-

There are at present 60 women patients 
at the Incurable Home, while the number 
cared for last year exceeds 125. 

The inadequate accommodations at the 
home at Ninth atreet and Allen avenue for 
the foundlings necessitated their removal 
to larger quarters.

The old Soulard mansion at Twelfth and 
Soulard streets was secured. That was in 
18%. At the time about 100 {Infants had been 
entrusted to Bethesda’s charge. 

The cyclone of 189% wrecked nearly all of 
the Bethesda homes4in South St. Louls. But 
not an inmate was hurt. Temporary quar- 
ters were promptly volunteered. 

Funds were sorely needed. Not an appeal 
was made by the managers of the Bethesda 
homes, yet money was quickly forthcoming 
amd every want of the Bethesda institutions 
supplied. 

In discussing this remarkable feature of 
the work Mrs. Hayne eaid: 


“Tf I were asked what system or arrange- 
ment we have for procuring the financial 
help which at times ts so imperative I 
would answer, nome. The other day I was 
figuring on the furnishings for the new 
home for incurables, which Mr. Scruggs has 
so generously built. After itemizing the dif- 
ferent amounts I found that about $1000 
would be required. Prayers te him who has 
ever remembered us brought a note to me 
from two prominent business men request- 
ing me to send them a statement of what 
would be needed at the new home. 

‘We never give entertainments for the 
benefit of any of the Bethesda homes, nor 


says, by prayer alone. 


have we ever gone to anyone to beg a penny. 
Donations of clothing, groceries and, in 
fact, everything that is needed, come to us 
from various religious organizations. Not a 
person warking for Bethesda receives the 
slightest compensation. 

“Self-sacrificing men and women prefer 
to give their services gratis. Nor is any tax 
imposed on those whom we care for. The 
sole recommendation demanded is that the 
applicant be declared worthy of assistance. 

‘‘Each home is under the care of a super- 
intendent. The fact that we have no salary 
expenses attached to the work relieves us 
very materially. Ordinarily to care for 1000 


persons would in the course of a year re- 
quire an enormous sum of maney. 

“We have depended entirely upon the 
promises of God, looking to him to dispose 
the hearts of his people to give. 

“We have taken every need definitely ta 
him, and when the supply has come, as !t 
always has, we have recognized him as the 
source. We believe {n making known in 
a general way the claims of the work; oth- 
erwise many, through ignorance, would 
miss the opportunity of having a part in 
the service to the Lord. But we are the rep- 
resentative of a king who never begged 
when on earth, and we would rather see 


the work closéa@ than depart from this prins 
ciple.”’ 

The new Home for Foundlings, which ™ 
situated at 3661 Vista avenue, will afford ace 
commodation for 200 children. The infirm- 
ary adjoins it, in the rear. This building

WENTY-TWO trunks bore the ward- 
£4 robe of Hermann C. Norman from 
London to Washington. No finer as- 
sortment of dressing materials was ever 
seen in the United States. Mr. Norman—he 
must not be confounded with Henry Not- 
man, who was a correspondent in Cuba qur- 
ing the Spanish war—is the third secretary 
of the British embassy. He arrived three 
weeks ago in all his sartorial glory. Prior 
to bis appearance here he was considered 
the best dressed man in London. 

His suits of clothes outnumber the days 
of the month. Mr. Norman Is very punctil- 
fous about what. time he shall wear them. 
He never appears in less than four suits of 
clothes a day, and often wears S:X or seven. 

Mr. Norman does not indulge his eccen- 
tricity to attract attention. There is really 
nothing further from his nature. He is Fre- 
tiring and a modest gentleman, despite his 
taste in dress, He wears good clothes be- 
cause he likes them, and has the money toa 
buy them. He is of a noble family, has an 
excellent education and the time to appear 
in public in a garb that js irreproachable in 
every detail.

Eight of his trunks are used to bring overs 
nothing but underwear, shirtings, collars, 
cuffs and dressing robes.

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Frances Slocum Abducted by 
the Miamis When Four 
Years Old, Was Found 
by Relatives When 
an Old Woman.

N A lonely little graveyard, where but 
| a few of the fast fading tribe of Miam! 

Indians are sleeping their last sleep, 
a few miles southeast of this city, on May 
17, will take place the.unvelling of a beau- 
tiful white bronze monument, erected to 
the memory of Frances Slocum, the 
‘White Rose of the Miami,’’ whose life 
etory fills a big book. 

When but five years old she was abduct- 
ef from her home near Wilkesbarre, Pa., 
by Delaware Indians, and although her 
brothers searched far and near they could 
mot find her. In her ol4 age, however, she 
was located at the Miami Indian reserva- 
tion, in this county, and a citizen of this 
locality, having once heard of the abduc- 
tion of little Frances, suspected that she 
was the missing child and he wrote to her 
relatives. 

Two of the Slocum brothers and a sister 
Came out West, and by a scar on Fran- 
ces’ right shoulder, they identified her. She 
refused to go back home, saying that 
having become accustomed to the roman- 
tic life of the Miamis, she would rather 
live and die among them. 

Her grave was neglected and uncared 
for until one day last spmng, when James 
F. Stutesman of this city visited the bury- 
ing ground and decided to erect a monu- 


ment to the memory of the “Lost White 
Child,”” eas she was sometimes called. He 
interested the Slocums from all over the 
Pastern states and $700 was subscribed for 
the monument. The monument committee

MEMORATES AN INDIAN ROMANCE. 
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The memorial stands at the head of tiie 
little mound which marks the last resting 
place of this strange woman, and !s eight 
feet and six inches in height, with a four- 
foot square base. Upon the four sides of 
the tombstone are these inscriptions: 


Frances Slocum, a child of English descent, 


was born in Warwick, Rhode Island, in 
March, 1773, was carried into captivity from 
her: father’s home at Wilkesbarre, Pa., Nov. 
2, 1778, by Delaware Indians soon after the 
Wyoming massacre. Her brothers gave per- 
sistent search, but did not find her until 
Sept. 1, 1837. 

When inclined by a published letter de- 
ecribing an aged white woman in the Indian 
Village here, two brothers and a sister visited 
the place and identified her. She lived near 
bere 32 years with the Indian named Ma- 
con-a-quah. She died on tliis ridge March 
9, 1847, and was given a Christian burial. 

She-po-con-ah, a Miami Indian chief, hus- 
band of Frances Slocum—Ma-con a-quah, died 
bere in 1833 (7) at an advanced age. Their 
adult children were: 

Ke-ke-nok-esh-wab, wife of Rev. Jean Bap- 
tiste Brouillette, died March 13, 1847, aged 
47, leaving no children. 


O-zah- shin- et or Jane, wife of Rev. _Pe- 
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ter Bundy, died Jan. 2, 1877, aged 62 years, 
leaving a busband and nine children, 

Frances Slocum became a stranger to ber 
mother tongue; she became a etranger to her 
brethren and an alien to her mother’s chil- 
dren through her captivity. See Psalms 
lxix-8. 

This monument was erected by the Slo- 
cums and others who deemed it a pleasure 
to contribute, and was unveiled by them with 
public ceremonies May 17, 1900. 

The program for the day of the unvelling 
is as follows: A meeting of the committee 
is called for 10:30 a. m. at the residence of 
Judson €.
